did, in our last, on the subject of merchant Consuls, documents 
should be: placed in our hands which prove how absolutely neces- 
sary were the remarks that we then made. We have since been 
challenged for our authority, the extracts we quoted being hardly 
credited as genuine, so unblushingly and with such evident igno- 
rance of a Consul’s duty was the statement made that *‘ official 
position” would be made use of to push business. We reprint, 
therefore, in its entirety, the whole of the first circular transmitted 
to us and as much of the second as is not mere repetition of tho 
first, or copy of the tariff, dc. There is no necessity fur us to 
name the Government which sends out such a Consul; we have 
nothing to do with individuals ; it isa system which we attack. 

Our own trade remains in the same unsatisfactory, unsettled 
state as ever ; and we see no possibility of its return to a healthy 
condition until the curreucy is established on a soun:l basis. Thu 
final determination of the directors of the Oriental Bank and the 
arrival of Mint officers are anxiously looked for ; but it seems to 
us impossible that the trade should escape without great loss 

We regret to have to record the death of one of our oldest re- 
sidents, Mr. John Hughes. His partuer, Mr. Willyoss. died two 
years ago, and thus is extinguished one of the original houses of 
the Jupun trade. We are to lose by this mail, too—fortunately 
the loss is ours only—Mr. H. B. Lemann. The qualities which 
have made this yentletnin s0 many friends in China tiave so en- 
deared him to this community that the unprecedented honour of 
an almost public dinner at the German Club was paid to him, at 
which upwards of eighty sat down.

We have not treated the matter serionsly, because we know it 
is not so regarded by those more deeply interested in it; but the 
attack, in Yedo, on native friends of foreigners, which we lately 
reported, should be taken into consideration in connection with it. 

The new Awerican Minister, Mr. De Long, who arrived here hy 
the last P.M.S.S. Co.'s mail frem San Francisco, was greeted im a 
fashion we have nét witnessed before in this country —by a serenade 
at sn hotel, on the night. of the 5th inst. after we had gone to 


press with our last issue. 

We have again to report maritime disaster. Captain Batehel- 
der, the builder of the Yangtsze, had bought the Petho, late Ta- 
kiang—the vessel which carried the American flag in the Shimo- 
noseki affair—and was bringing her down hither from Hakodadi, 
when he met with bad weather, and ultimately had to abandon 
his ship at Cape Inaboye. He sent overland for assistance from 
Yokohama, but had left and commenced his progress hither by 
the same route before the Courter, which was sent out to help 
him, could reach Inaboye, where she found nothing but floating 
wreck. Fears were for some days entertained for the safety of 
himself and crew, which were fortunately dissipated by their 
safe urrival in Yedo on the night of the 12th inst, which they 
reached after walking over 200 miles across the country. We 
regret to have to record another accident at sea, attended, too, 
with loss of life. By special courier from Neegata information 
has been received of the deaths bydrowning of Capts. Carnes, of the 
C.J. Textor, and Peterson,of the Runnymede. It appears that Capt. 
Carnes, accompanied by Captain Peterson, left the C. J. Teztor, 
together with a boat’s crew of five Malays and one Japanese, and 
that, on approaching the bar, the boat was capsized by a heavy sea, 
and all, with exception of one Malay, who saved himself by swim- 
ming to the shore, were drowned. 

The new Government are doing their duty in protecting ship- 
ping from the dangers on their coast. Mr. Brunton, their engi- 
neer, has announced that until the completion of the permanent 
light-house, a temporary light will be exhibited on Rock Island. 
We have pleasure in recording so clear an illustration of the pro- 
gress making by the Japanese in everything tending to improve 
and advance commerce. The lighting of the harbour and its ap- 
proaches cannot fail to prove of the utmost value to the owners 
and masters of the numerous steamers that now enter and trade 
with this port. 

Intelligence has reached town of an attempt on the life of the 

late Shiogoon ; it fuiled, and he forgave the men, refusing even to 
imquire who and what they were. A contemporary adds that 
they refused clemency, saying that they had sworn to take his 
life, and would do so on the first opportunity. He still refused to 
punish them, and they were so dumbfoundered by his magna- 
nimity that they asked to be his servants, to live and, if needs be, to 
die for him. If not true, it is well invented. 
- H.M.8. Cormorant has returned from the North, having gone 
completely arcund the Island of Saghalien, whither she wen¢ co 
ascertain the position of the Russians on the island, and whether 
they had actually menaced Yezo itsel’. Owing to the extreme 
wintry weather and dang:rvus seas it was impossible to land, 
except at one Russian post, where the Russians were encamped.

January, 1869. 

S1r,—I have the honour to inform you that the -—-—— Government 
has appointed me Consul at Yedo, the capital and principal place of 
trade in Japan. I intend establishing in that city a house which will 
do business on commission, receive consignments of goods and orders 
for produce, do banking, insurance, and shipping business. I am en- 
deavouring besides to secure the representation of certain European 
firms, and ehall gladly accept your agency, should you wish to es- 
tablish one in this Ewmpire of the Far East, in which foreign commerce, 
already so important, cannot fail still to go on developing iteelf year 
by year. 

As I am also desirous to promote the extension of intercourse between 
the nations of the West and those of the Far Eaat, I purpose establiching 
in Yedv a musem of industrial products and an international library. The 
object of the museum will be to make the Japanese acquainted with the 
products of our industry ; it will assist in introducing among this immov- 
able people our ideas and our habits, which will one day drag it from its 
ancient immobility ; and this so much the more easily because the civilisation 
of the Est has made its peoples very sensible of the enjoyments of well- 
being and comfort. 

The museum will be a sort of permanent exbibition ; those articles ex- 
hibited which may possess a comparatively high value can be sold if the ex~ 
hibitor wishes it, and for his benefit. Should orders be given on an ex- 
hibited sample, I shall immediately transmit them to the exhibitor of the 
said sample.* 

For the success of my project, which cannot fail to have excellent :e_

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sults, the assistance of the manufacturers and commercial men of Europe 
is necessary. I venture to hope that they will not fail me, and it is in 
this hope, Sir, that I ask you to be so good as to contribute towards the 
foundation of this museum by sending me xamples and prices current of 
your manufactares, and (or) by a contribution in money, sufficient at least 
to cover the cost of transport of these articles to Japan and of their dis- 
play in Yedo. 

I beve much pleasure in undertaking to keep exhibitors informed as to 
any chaeges that may be necessary in the patterns and dimensions of 
exhibited articles, and to watch carefally over their interests in Japan. 
Whatever goods they are willing to consign tome will always be sold with 
tire least possible delay and at the most advantageous prices.

This document was dated from a commercial town in Europe, 














where the writer was established in business ; and replies, consign- 


ments and contributions to the “ Museum ” were requested to 
addressed thither. In May another circular was issued, still from 
the European address, from which the following are extracts. We 
omit nothing of any importance. The writer commences by con- 
firming his former manifesto, and recapitulating his intentions, 
and then proceeds thus :— 

Japan presents to European industry a new market of more than sixty 
millions of inhabitants, (1) not inclu'‘ling neighbouring tribatary countries. 
To make proper use of this opening, we must begin by introducing our 
products and getting the population to take them; with some articles this 
has already been successfully done ; others have not yet been tried, or in- 
sufficiently so. It is to achieve a favourable result that I shall establish 
the Industrial Museam, and manufacturers and merchants can send me 
their samples or trial consignments. 

And, as I informed you in my circular of last January, I also accept, in 
Japan, the representation of certain important European and American 
manufacturing and trading firma, and I will willingly accept yours, if you 
wish to establish an agency in Japan, where thanks to my official position, 
T shall be, so to spsak, constantly in relations with the Princes or Daimios 
who reside in Yedo (a town of two or three millions of inhabitants), andof 
whom several have the monopoly of the foreign trade of certain provinces. 
In addition to this, several young gentlemen who are to accompany me 
and who have finished their studies at the ——— , will te placed 
= charge of sub-agencies which I shall establieh at the principal ports of 

apan. 

Here follow the writer's terms and conditions of doing business, 
rates of commissions, d&c., &c., and attached to the circular isa 
note of such charges as shipping, freight, marine insurance, godown 
rent and fire insurance and an extract from the Tariff of duties. 

As, in his second circular, our consular-mercantile-intermational- 
librarian. and museum-custodian informs his correspondents that 
he will] be ready to start in June, we must Jook out for his arrival 
shortly, and take tickets for his museum. When anything is seen 
of an International Library and Industrial Exhibition in Yedo we 
shall be glad if some correspondent there will describe itto us. On 
the occasion of our last visiting that emporium of foreign com- 
merce in Japan the only “museum ” open was a very small one,

LATER BY THE PACIFIC MAIL. 

The Pacific mail steamer Ch/na arrived at San Francisco on the 
26th ult., with advices from Yokohama to Dec. 2 (twelve da: 
later than those received this day by P.and 0. mail). She brought 
a heavy freight and a large number of passengers, including 520 
Chinese and Japanese. General Van Valkenburgh, late United 
States Minister to Japan, and his suite, also came on the China 
(a list of passengers will be found in the usual place). The Ching 
brought seventeen packages of silk, and 1242 boxes of tea to 
overland to New York, and 507 packayes of tea for Chicago. 8 
brought no political or general news of any importance, but the 
following commercial items may be interesting :— 

The markets at Yokuhama were quiet and prices weak; but little was 
doing in exports of silks; the total settlements were 5,700 bales; stock, ' 
2,000 bales ; boldera of silk were anxious to realise, but prices were un- 
changed. Teas: The crop this year will be considerably short of that of 
last year ; the demand was good at full rates; a large quantity had ar- 
rived, but it was generally of an inferior quality ; the stock on hand was 
8.600 piculs. The ships Rifleman, for Boston, and Grenadier and Hobart 
Graham, for New York, were loading with tea. Common t« good com- 
mon was quoted $20 to 25 per pical ; medium to good mediam, $27 to 81; 
fine to finest, $84 to 40.

culprits, but we fear this will be numbered with many other offences 
which would be discovered in any country but this.

THE NEW TREATY. 

The most important item of news received ig Sy present mail 
is, the announcement of the alterations in the Treaty of Tientsin 
which have been agreed on hetween the Chinese Government and 
H.B.M. Minister. Theamended treaty, it is stated, will nottake effect 
wntil ayreed to by the other Powers having treaties with China. 
A deputation from the Chamber of Commerce waited on H.F. Sir 
Rutherford Alcock on his arrival in Shanghai, and learned the 

iculars, of which the following (reprinted from the V. C. Daily 
20s) i8 @ correct summary. 

“ We learn, then, that two new ports, Wu-hu, in the province of 
Anhwey, on the south bank of the Yangtsze, and Wanchow in 
the province of Chekeang, about 150 miles south of Ningpo, are 
¢o be opened to foreign trade—both likely to be important as out- 
lets for tea and inlets for foreign manufactures; the working of 
eoal mines with foreign machinery is to be allowed, at two ports, 
south of Tientsin (not yet determined on]. The Chinese also 
promise to improve the roads giving access to them, with- 
out which no development would: ‘be of much use. They 
also agree to reduce the tax on native coal, from the pre- 
sent prohibitive rate to one which will permit it to take a 
fair place in the market, while the duty on foreign coal is to be 
taken off altogether. Duties are also to be reduced, on all articles 
as desired by merchants in their memorials, except Tea Dust ; 
Dock stores and all articles of personal consumption are to be 
admitted free of import duty ; and Bonded Warehouses are to be 

itted, where desired. The just and important concession is 
made, that drawbacks shall be repaid in cash within the current 
quarter ; and the term within which drawbacks generally may be 
recovered, is extended from one to three years. Foreign goods 
are to be exempt from transit dues without regard to owner- 
ship, transit passes being required only in the nine provinces 
_ which do not possess treaty ports. But the 24 cent. now 
‘e@barged under Art. XXVII[. of the old treaty is to be added 
to the five per cent. import duty, and payment of 74 per cent. 
to be thus made compulsory on all foreign imports, whether 
intended for transmission to the interior or not. Should any 
illegal squeezes be cobs ace levied, the remedy will be 
an apperl to the nearest Maritime Customs office, which will re- 
fand the amount #0 exacted on production of satisfactory proc f.# 
The aboltion of the transit pass system involves also a mo- 
dification of the arranyements in to produce, This 
is in future to be taxed at local rates while in transit 
in native hands; the rates and amounts are to be inserted 
in a memorandum which will be produced at the port of ship- 
ment, in the event of sale toa foreigner, when any payment in 
excess of 24 per cent. will he refunded by the Maritime Customs ; 
but any deficiency belo v this amount will have to be made gond 
The export duty on Silk, on the other hand, is to be raised 1 1/7 
per cent. ; and the import duty on opium from Tls. 30 to Tis. 50 per 
chest, Inland navigation by foreign-owned vessels other than 
steamers, an! tc. uporary residence and storage of goods by foreign- 
ers, in the interior, will be permitted. The very desirable stipula- 
tion is also made, that the manner in which tonnage dues have been 
appropriated shall be published in the Customs Returns. Another 
important measure to which the Chinese have given their assent, 
is to the formation of a commercial code which, while embodying 
the commercial law of Western nations, would supersede the 
multipl.city of Courts to which reference is now necessary, accord- 
ing to the nationality of the disputants.”

Advices by the Pacific mail givo the follo ving version :—“ The 
revised treaty between England and China had been sizned by the 
proper officials of the Government but had yet to be rat‘fied and 
accepted by the other foreign governments before it would zo into 
operation. The following are the important changes: A modifica- 
tion of the transit dues ; the opening of two new ports to trade and 
commerce ; the working of coal mines by foreign appliances as an 
experiment, in two places yet to be selcched ; a reduction of the 
duty on native coal and other articles ; the establishment of bonded 
warehouses ; the navigation of the inland waters by vessels not 
steamers, and a temporary residence in any part of the emnire by 
foreigners. The ports to be opened by the treaty are Wuhu, on 
the lower Yang-tsze, and Wanchow, on the coast between Ningpo 
and Fubchau, both of which ports had been strongly recommended 
inall the memorials on the subject. The Chinese Government had 
also agreed to employ an English barrister to frame a code of mer- 
cantile laws, in conjunction with the judge appointed by the Queen 
of England. The Supreme Court wiil govern all international civil 
Buite.

I have to record another outrage on missionaries at Ngankin 
including both Protestants and Roman Catholics, The Fren 

riest escaped to Shanghai. The Protestants were Mr. and Mre 
Meaiows and Mr. Williamson, who were brutally attacked while 
in their chairs, and escaped with their lives to the Yamun of the 
Taoutai. They subsequently escaped to Kiukiang in a boat.* 

Sir Rutherford Alcock, in bidding adieu to Prince Kung, is said 
to have been addressed by that functionary in these words: “Now 
you are going home, I wish you would take away with you your 
opium and missionaries.” 

The other items of interest oceurring since my last, aro, the 
arrival of H.E. Sir Rutherford Alcock, K.C.B. H. M.’s minister 
at Peking, in the Adventurer, on the 13th inst. H.E. left on the 
17th inst. for Hankow in the Plymouth Lock, accompanied b 
the Mandarin, Chen, who presides over the Mixed C.urt at this 
port. H.E, after the opening of Wu-hu, intends to institute in-- 
quiries into the N’ganking outrage, to assist him in which Chen 
went with him. The Adventurer goes up the Yangtsze some dis- 
tance, to Hankow, if possible ; it is doubtful if Sir Rutherford will 
call at Shanghai on his way down. An attempt is boing mide to 
get up an address to him. 

Mr. Wade has left for Peking. Ie Comte de Mejeau, H.I.M.’s 
Consul General at this port, has arrived, and taken up the duties 
of his office. Ex-Qovernor Low, of California, is looked for by 
next Pacific mail steamer, to take up the duties of U. S. minister 
at Peking. Dr. Wells Williams is still at Shanghai. 

Tbe Municipal Council had a meeting since my last ; the chief 
features gleaned froin their minutes are the purchase from Mr. A. 
Thorne of a plot of ground for £5,000, next to the Central Police- 
station, for the purposes of building offices, &c., upon ; the juris- 
diction of the Fire Department to extend tothe Freach Set:le- 
ment, the substitution of iron for wooden bridges in future, the 
laying of additional main sewers, and a gen Teassessment of 
land situated within the municipal limite. 

The new Land Regulations have been assented to by the Minister ; 
they will not come into operation until April next. A new Marine 
Tusurance Company is in process of formation with strong sup 

rters ; it will be on somewhat different principles to the exist— 
ing companies. 

ara Richthofen has returned to Shanghai from a geological 
tour in the Northern and Central Provinces. Mr. J. Barr Robert- 
son, & constant writer to the Daily Vews, has taken up the vindi- 
cation of Mr Hart and his policy generally, and his suppo-ed coa- 
nivance at the much complained of faulty wording of Mr. Bur- 
lingame’s credentials. ‘he vindication is feeble in the extreme, 
and may cause Mr. Hart to pray to be “ saved from his friends.” 

The Asiatic Society held a meeting on the 19th inst. ; papers 
on “Banking Institutions in China,” by M. Sunon, and on the 
“ Fabulous Source of the Yellow River,” by the Rev. Mr. Kitel, 
were read. 

The shareholders of the Club have appvinted a committee to 
dispose of the building, and the subscribers to the Recreation 
Fund have likewise deputed a committee to act for the. in re- 
gard to their loan on the Club. ; 

The local press teems with correspondence from the medical 
men of the place, as to whether sick men convales:c soacr in 
hospital or in their homes. The correspondence has but little 
other than local interest from the way it has becn taken up.

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The sentences awarded by the new mandarin now presiding at 
the Mixe.! Court upon Chinese convicted of offences against fo- 
reigners are so extremely mild that they give rise to much dis- 
satisfaction. 

A serious fire occurred on the morning of the 18th at Tunkadoo, 
which resulted in the destruction of about 120 Chinese houses. 
The-Fire Department rendered signal service on the occasion. 

Mr. Hart is daily expected from Peking. Tho harbour-master 
has erected a signal tower on the Customs’ newly-acquired pro- 
perty on the Pootung shore. 

The new northern channel of the Yangtaze has been surveyed, 
afad will shortly be opened for all vessels taking Shaweishaw 
Asland on their course to and from Shanghai. It is stated by the 
“Marine Surveyors that this channel offers the best entrance to 
Shanghai for vessels coming from the North. 

No 3 gunboat has been launched from the Kiangnan Arsenal 
by Mr. Falls (who, by the way, intends shortly returning to Ame- 
-Yica). She has made a trial trip, and proved herself satisfactory 
.in all respects, There is now on the stocks and building at this 
“dockyard a ship of over 1,000 tons capacity, intended as a steam 
transport for the conveyance of Government stores and troops. 

H.M.S. Adventure has left for Hankow. H.M.’s gunboat Dove 
has arrived from Chefoo. 

Mr. Burlingame’s credentials continue to supply food for our 
local press. The North China Daily News, since I last wrote you, 
has published no less than seven translations, as well as the 
Chinese version of the Burlingame credentials. I append the 
last literal and free translations, and upon which, the Daily News 
says, “we take our own stand, as an accurate and carefully weighed 
rendering.” 





“MR. BURLINGAME’S CREDENTIALS. 

“We subjoin another translation of the Chinese text of Mr. Bur- 
lingame’s credentials, which we published some days ago—one on 
which we especially rely as literally and accurately rendered. The 
freer translation (by the same hand) which follows exhibits the 
spirit of the original less clearly than the first. The distinction 
between ‘central’ and ‘outer’ nations, for example, disappears 
under cover of the ‘ people of China and of other nations.’ ” 

Literal Translation. 

We, the Great Emperor of the Great Pure Dynasty, ask after the wel- 
fare of the Great Queen of the Great English nation. 

We have received the Divine Commission, Central and outside people 
sare but one family. We regard with affection friendly States, and the 
promotion of lasting amity therewith. We have specially selected the 
wirtqous, able, and sage Anson Burlingame, late resident Minister for 


~the U.S. in Peking, who, being thoroughly versed with Central and outer 


affairs, may be depended upon to convev on our behalf our most cherished 
desires in the conduct of matters affecting the intercourse of the two 
nations, We have likewise deputed Chib-kang and Sun-chea-ku, officers 
of the second grade, to accompany him to the Great English nation. 
‘These, severally, have received special nomination to the grave responsibi- 
lity of high Ministers, as an evidence of the sincerity of our goodwill. 
We feel asxured that these three Ministers are all loyal, assiduous, careful, 
and conscientious men, and that they will certainly be able to arrange 


‘matters satisfactorily ; and we trust every confidence may be extended 


towards them; so that friendly feeling may be eternally secured, and 
peace be equally enjoyed by both sides. This must be, we believe, a 
source of deep delight.

FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 
Sir Rutherford Alcock has been accompanied up the river by 
“ Chen,” the magistrate of the Mixed Court, specially deputed by 
the Taoutai to visit Woohu with our Minister, who intends visiting 
all the Treaty Ports before he leaves China for home. The opening 


- of the cual mines, if worked on the European system, will be of 


immense importance in increasing the supply and lessening the 
cost of that now indispensable article. This port is now well sup- 
plied with coal, but the price is of course much higher than the 
native coal could be laid down at. The abolition of duty on foreign 
coal and reduction on native is a decided boon. 

If our Minister is to have any weight with the Chinese Govern- 
ment at Peking he must havea matcrial force at some neighbour- 
ing station, so as to impress the Chinese with a sense of our power 
in those seas. I say, therefore, concentrate our fleet instead of 
frittering away our strength in keeping single vessels at the Ports. 
The dang -r of attacks at the Treaty Ports is ntl, while obstructions 
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of all kinds are the work of the mandarins. The people are eager 
for trade and commerce, while the steady policy of the mandarins 
is to exclude us from the country as much as possible. 

The theory that we have no moral right to coerce the Chinese to 
trade is one of the fallacies of the day. Carry out the doctrine and 
we ought to leave China and return home ; but the fact is that the 
Chinese people are anxious to trade, and do not want coercing ; but 
the rulers are averse to intercourse with foreigners, as they see 
danger to their interests in the presence of Europeans as the em- 
bodiment of new ideas, :

HONG KONG. 
Our advices from this port are to the 30th November. The out. 
ward mail of Oct. 8 was received Nov. 22. The local news is of 
little importance ; the following items are from the CAina Mail :— 


We are glad to be able to announce that in the Revision of the 
Treaty Sir Rutherford Alcock obtained for Hung Kong the right 
of Transhipment, a boon which will, we doubt not, be acceptable 
to our mercantile friends. A clause has also been introduced em- 
powering the Chinese to appoint Consuls in British territory. If 
other countries fullow the example, our proposition as regards 
Consuls for the protection of coolie labourers may stand some 
chance of being carried into effect. 

We learn on good authority that another of the pet schemes of 
Mr Hart, the Inspector General of Chinese Customs, has been 
defeated. About a year ago, it appears, a ukase was issued from 
the Customs’ headquarters, requiring that all German, Danish, and 
other vessels whose capacity is not stated in tons, should be re- 
measured by the harbour masters and have new tonnage certificates 
granted to them for the Chinese ports. This rule has now been 
withdrawn in consequence of the refusal of the Prussian Govern- 
ment to sanction it ; and a new system for calculating tonaaze 
has been introduced in accordance with the wishes of Count 
Bismark, who appears to think that European Governments have 
some right to be consulted where the interests of their subjects 
are concernei, and who d es not take the Chinese view of every 
question as a matter of course. 

On the 17th November the Duke of Edinburgh laid the foun- 
dation-stone of the new Cathedral chancel, with the usual ceremo- 
nies. It bears an inscription stating that “ This tone was laid by 
H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh, on the 16th of November, 1869,” 
and will form the centre plinth of the eastern end of the new chan- 
cel. The coins of the colony, furnished by the Hong Kong Bank, 
and a copy of the Overland China Muil, were deposited under- 
neath. At three o’clock the same afternoon the Duke embarked, 
and shortly afterwards the Galatea sailed for Manila, amid hearty 
cheers and a salute from all the ships in harbour.

Art. 12.—Op:um duty raised. British subjects may trade in the inte- 
rior in vessels propelled by sail. Bonded warehouses will be esta lished 
where found necessary. Superintendent of Customs at Kiukiang will 
keep a tug- boat at the Poyang Lake to tow foreign-owned vessels of native 
style on the waters of the lake. Tea bonds to be done away with if feasible.

ARRIVAL OF T1HE DUKE OF EDINBURGH. 
Manta, Nov. 22. 


On the 19th inst. was telegraphed from Corregidor— 5 40 P.M, 


the steamer signalised is a British frigate, no distinguishing flag, 
the Vad Ras istationed at Mariveles to pilot the Galatea up the 
Bay) speaking her.” Our telegraph being on the old semaphore 
system, and night coming on, the greater part of the population 
were left in uncertainty whether the Duke had arrived until morn- 
ing dawned, and showed the Galata lying at anchor. Ships in 
the hartour and all the native craft in the river were decorated, 
those who had it, flying the British flag at the fore. Great ex- 
citement existed to find at what hour H.R.H. would land, and 
from early dawn the sides of the river were crowded with people 
anxious for a chance of beholding him The morning unfortu- 
nately was cloudy and wet, which detracted a good deal from the 
effect of these decorations, 


Twelve o'clock had been named as the bour for landing, at which 
time the Galatea’s steam launch was seen coming up the river Pasig 
with H.R.H., an nide-de-camp of the Governor-general, and some 
officers of the Ga/ater. On landing at the kiosque erected for the 
‘occasion, his Exceilency the G vernor-general with suite, Civil- 
governor. and other high officials, received the Duke with great 
warmth, and “Guid Save the Queen ” was struck up by the several 
bands, the populace in their way giving continued hearty shouts of 
welcome. The Royal party entered the state carriage drawn by six 
‘fine horses, and drove off under the firat triumphal arch, preceded 
and followed hy carriages of those in authority ; a mounted guard 
of Lancers, with their officers at the door of the carriage, accom- 
panying them. The procession, on account of the crowds of people, 
had to move slowly over the bridge of boats along the Escotta to 
the residence prepared for she Duke; the line being through a 
file of soldiers on each side all the way, and through triumphal 
‘arches at distances of about every hundred yards, 


All the houses on the road were fantastically arranged, and the 
belles of Manila were conspicuous in the windows, out of one of 
which came showered by fair hands on the royal carriage a 
profusion of flowers. On arriving at the residence a numerous as- 
‘sembly greeted him with prolonged and hearty ‘‘ vivas,” and the 
troops filed past. At one the Duke gave audience to the high offi- 
cials and Foreign Consuls; at three received an address frum the 
British residents (few of whom knew its contents), and then 
rested. Heavy rain soon began, and continued until Monday 
‘evening (24th), spoiling entirely the illumination of triumphal 
arches, d&c., Sundav being the Birthday of the Princess Royal 
H.R.H. gave an official banquet, at which the principal head 
authorities, three British merchants and Consuls were present. 
Yesterday (Monday) evening the state ball took place, at which 
the elite of the Spanish ladies were present, numerous Spaniards 
of all classes, and to the surprise of many only twelve foreigners 
(English, French, American, &c.). H.R.H. danced but twice, 
prevering a quiet lounge with his officers to the constraint of the 

all-room ; but nevertheless, the ball went off with great eclat. To- 
morrow (Wednesday) the English residents give in honour of the 
Sailor Prince a grand ball—* Au cotuine du pays”—that is, the 
ladies to be dressed in the dress used here by seals ladies, gentle- 
men as they choose: next mail you shall have some account of this 
ball, with other festivities that may be gone through in honour of 
the illustrious visitor, I am sorry to have to record any drawback, 
but as a faithful chronicler, I cannot pass over the conduct of 
H.B.M. Consul, which has drawn upon him the wrath, not only of 
the Spaniards, but ofall the foreign community. Notwithstanding 
that he received a communication that H.R H. would leave Hong 
Kong for this about the 15th or 16th, he deliberately gave out that 
such departure would not takeplace till tbe 18th,and naturally hoth 
the Spanish authorities and the English residents did not expect him 
till about the 21st, when suddenly, on the evening of the 18th, he 
(the Consul) writer t+ the Governor-General that he expects his 
Royal Iighness the §Jiext day. Great annoyance and confusion 
was the result ; and the poor captains of villages with their men 
were roused up at two o’clock in the morning, to continue with all 
haste the decurations, and other preparations. Only two Consuls 
were presented to his Royal Highness, th. others not being advised 
by H B.M’s Consul in time to be on the spot ; and he forgot untila 

uarter past two that his Royal Highness had named three o'clock 
or receiving the addr ss of the English residents, causing the 
same to be presented by a gentleman who it was not intended 
should present it. Upon being asked for the names of Foreign 
residents that should he invited to the ball, he “ black-balled” all 
but five, depreciating the whole of the commercial community 
except these favoured ones. More by next mail. 
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BATAVIA. 

The Handelsblad gives the following :—“ The Deeper, la- 
bours towards constructing the Batavia Buitenzorg Railway are 
being carried on with speed. The materiel has heen partly or- 
devel from Europe, partly procured here by tender. The rails 
will be supplied by an English firm. The purchase of land from 
private persons gives rise to some difficulties. A general meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce and Industry was held at the Hun- 
delsvereeniging, to discuss the modifications which the existin 
tariff of import and export duties ought to undergo. It appeare 
to the meeting to be desirable that the import duties on linens, 
cottons, &c. (piece goods), should not be higher than a uniform one 
of 10 percent. ; that the import of articles intended for industry 
in general, and agriculture, should be free ; that wheat and flour 
should be free from import, and produce from export duties; fur- 
ther, that ad valorem duties on uoods should be replaced by fixed 
duties. The drawing up of resolutions to this effect has been en- 
trusted to a Commission. 

A new iron dock was taken to Onrust. The construction of it 
was begun in 1863, and in 1866 the last portion of it required was 
despatched from Holland. It was put tegether at Sourahaya, and 
was conveyed to Onrust by two steamers. It is complained that 
the length of it is greater than that of the largest Dutch man-of- 
war. It, however, appears not at all unlikely that foreign vessels 
may require it occasionally. In this age of big ship building it is 
requisite to look somewhat beyond the mere requirements of the 
moment. It cost the Government about 1,000,00Uf. - 

Lighthouses have been completed on the Nurth Watche Island, 
and a lighthouse vessel in the Lucipara Passage, entrance of 
Banea Straits. m gO

: SINGAPORE. 

The P. and O. mail of 22nd Oct. arrived on the 25th Nov., and 
the French mail of 28th Oct. on the lst Dec. ‘Telegrams are 
only up to the 4th Nov., owing to the continued interruptions o 
the lines. Dates are now down to the 7th. : 

The chief item is the arrival of the Duke of Edinburgh from 
Hong Kong, via Manila, on the 2nd inst. The ceremony of land- 
ing took place on the 3rd, and was a very interesting scene. The 
Straits Times says :— 

The decorations made by the public for his reception, if not 
costly, had at least the recommendation of being elegant, and as 
H.R. H. neared the shore in his barge on that day he must have 
been struck with the very handsome appearance of the imposing 
buildings that line the Quay in the business sectin of the town. 
At noon of the day of landing a levee was held at the Town 
Hall. at which most of the. residents were presented to his 
Royal Highness; and on the same evening an Official Din- 
ner was given at Government House. On Saturday even- 
ing Lady Ord gave an “at Home” at Government House, at 
which the ladies invited were presented to H.R. Highness. On 
Monday the Maharajah entertained the Duke and half of Singa- 
pore at a luncheon at Johore, which was followed by all kinds of 
native sports, The Duke slept at Johore last night and returns 
to-day. To-night was to have witnessed the chief entertainment 
of the visit—consisting of a public ball and supper in the Town- 
hall; but the unexpected and much to be deplored death yesterday 
of Colonel Macpherson, Lieutenant-Governor of the Colony, will put 
an end to all further public festivity here forsome time. The 
Duke was to leave fur Penang on the 8th or 9th, en route to 
Calcutta. 

The autumn races have been held, the first day’s sport occur.. 
ring on the day of the departure of the last mail. The meeting 
was a decided success, and a new interest in turf matters seems 
to have sprung up in the community which bids fair to make the 
next meeting of the Sporting Club more of an attraction than for 
some time past. Time was when our races were eagerly looked 
forward to and long remembered ; and, if we may judge from the 
signs of the times, there is hope that the spirit which has for a 
time remained dormant among our sporting men will awake to 
new life. 

We much regret to record the death of Colonel Macpherson, 
the Lieutenant-Governor, on the 6th Dec. The event is the more 
distressing as he had but recently married a daughter of Mr. Na- 
pier. ; 
In matters political there is absolutely nothing to report. The 
consideration of the Indian penal code has been postponed for the 
present session, but will be brought forward again early next year.

Horns scarce—$94 to $92 paid for what wus offered. 

CoromBo.—T'ue weather bad been, on the whole, favourable, and three 
veszels had cleared fur London with general cargoes, includi.y 2&,1o4 ewts. 
of Plantation Coffee, and 2,321 cwts. of Native, bringin; up the total 
exports since October 1 to 95,586 cwts., as compared with 162,620 cwts. 
at the same period last year. There was still a good deal of Parchment 
Coffee on offer; but the business done had not been large, and prices had 
a downward tendency, as holders found it difficult to obtain buyers at 
previous quotations. Low quality was quoted 9s. Gd. to 10s, 6:l., and fine 
mountain grown 11s.

Amoy, common to good cargo, 45c. to 52c.; superior to fine, 54c. to 
68c.; finest, 60c. to 75c.; Souchong and Congou, old crop common to 
good cargo, 46c. to 58c.; superior to fine. 55c. to 62c.; finest, 65c. to 
85c. ; Japans, old crop, common.

The total receipts of Tea from China and Japan in the United States 
from Jan. 1 to Dec. 15, 1869, were as follows :—Greens, 19,585,792 Ibs. ; 
Japans, 9,993,098 Ibs. ; Souchongs, 1.846, 002 Ibs. ; Ovlonys, 10,019,681 
Ibs. ; other sorts, 263,748 lbs. ; total, 41,708,321 lbs. The stock on 
Jan. 1 was 9,577,014 lbs., which, added to the above total, gives a re- 
sult of 51 285,335 lbs. Subtracting from this total the exports from 
Jan. 1 to Dec. 15, 4,998,200 lbs., and the withdrawals for home con- 
sumption during that period, 37,242,361 lbs., there remains a total of 
9,044,774 lbe., representing the stock on the last named date. The 
receipts from Dec. 1 to Dec. 15 amounted to 443,500 Ibs.; the with- 
drawals for home consumption to 1,817,688 lbs., and the exports to 
26,353 Ibs. 

Correg.—The tone of the market is still without alteration; there is 
a fair enquiry for Brazil, while all descriptions of East India continue 
out of demand; sales of the last named are reported to the extent 
of 10,125 bags Java on privateterms.

We 
find the following remarks in Messrs. Talmage’s Circular :—The agita- 
tion of the tariff by Congress inclines many to the belief that the 
duties on foreign Rice will be largely reduced, or entirely removed. 
It is urged that a large reduction of the tariff would bring Rice into 
such general consumption again, that the present domestic crop would 
prove insufficient, and necessitate the importation of foreign, bringing 
revenue to the Government where none is now realised. It is proposed 
to cut the tariff down to the same rates (Ac. per Ib.) as before the war. 
if this be done (which we doubt), prime Rangoon could be laid down 
-and profitably sold at less than four cents per peund currency.

THE U. S. MISSION TO CHINA. 

Mr. Ross Browne, the late United States Minister to China, recently 
delivered a lecture in San Francisco on “ The Chinese Puzzle and the 
Tartar Court.” The lecturer, after satirising the Burlingame embassy, 
and doscribing his own experiences in China, wound up as follows :— 
“The wall of exclusiveness which encloses China will never be volun- 


tarily torn down, and the interests of commerce, of civilisation, and of 


Christianity require its removal by force. Our Government should 
assunic a porition—an aggressive position—and compel the Chinese 
Government to place itself in harmony with the general interests of the 
world.” It is said that F. F. Low, ex-governor of California. who was, 
without solicitation on his part, nominated by President Grant as the 
new Minixter for China, will not accept the appointment unless it is 
raised to the rank of a first-class mission.”

The BuruincaME Mission is now acknowledged to be a sham, and 
Mr. BorLinGAaME a dupe, if nothing worse; and it is further admitted 
that an adherence to the “ impracticable rules ” laid down by Lord 
CuaReNDon would endanger an important trade, and are not likely 
to be rigidly adhered to. The following is the passage, which oc- 
curs in a long review of the events of the expiring year published

In China it happens that all the European and American resi- 


dents cultivate the most friendly understanding betwcen them- 
selves, under the influence, not of a common enmity, but of ha- 
bitual liability to the same kind of vexations. The public opinion 
of the commercial republic which has organised itself at Shanghai 
is highly favourable to summary modes of redress for affronts or 
injuries offered by local functionaries. 
and at various points on the mainland, English Vice-Consuls and 
naval officers have taken towns or forts, or have exacted pecuniary 
compensation, in consequence of wrongs inflicted on their coun-

trymen by Chinese officials or mobs. Lord Clarendon has issued 


stringent orders that all complaints shall, in accordance with the 
stipulations of the Treaty, be referred directly to the Ambassador 
at Peking for presentation to the Imperial Government. 
do doubt that it was proper to check the activity of zealous sub- 
ordinates ; but Sir Rutherford Alcock seems to share the distrust 
felt by the mercantile community of the efficacy of diplomatic re- 
monstrances. 
Burlingame to Washington and to the European Courts was 
despatched by the Chinese Government for the purpose of procuring 
a relaxation ofitsengagements to facilitate iatercourse with foreign- 
ers.

It has now become evident that the mission of Mr. 


Mr. Burlingame himself was probably the dupe of instructions 
which were drawn up in two different versions ‘or domestic and 


foreign use. Mr. Ross Browne, lately American Minister at Peking 


having been recalled by his Government onaccount of his disapproval 
of Mr. Burlingame’s Treaty, received an address of unanimous 


assent to his policy from all the English and American merchants, 


Jn his reply, Mr. Ross Browne insisted on the necessity of dealing 


on the spot with provincial aggression on the rights of foreign 


traders. It is improbable that eventually any rigid adherence to 
impracticable rules will be aJlowed to endanger trade with an 
empire which contains hundreds of millions of possible customers 
for Western manufactures. 





THE STRAITS GOVERNMENT. 

The following letter, signed ‘‘ A Singapore Merchant,” has appeared 
in the Daily News :—“ Sir,—Some months since I attempted a genera} 
sketch of that system of government which England provides for her 
Crown colonies. Our Governor might sum it up in a parody of Lou's 
14th’s saying, ‘Za Colonie, c'est moi.’ Selfish expenditure of public 
money, arbitrary and mischievous enactments directed against the 
natives, fretting interference with the hitherto unfettered trade of the 
colony, are the main {items of our history for the past two years ; 
to these must now be added the contempt into which the judicial office 
is being brought by ita enforced subjection to the executive. While 
the Governor-General of India can dispense with accustomed cereme=""* 
for the sake of relieving the exchequer, our Governor, ordered as he 
was some time since on a political mission to Java, must involve the 
colony in an expenditure of £1,000 when the journey might have been 
made free of charge, in H.M.’s ship Rinaldo, placed at his disposal for 
the purpose. To impress the Dutchmen, it was necessary that the 
colonial steamer should convey his Excellency, and that the Rinaldo 
should dance attendance. The commander of the latter vessel, however, 
declined the honour. Another piece of extravagance existain the practios 
of sending the colonial steamer, when the Vovernor in at Penang, not for 
the purpose of carrying the Colonial-office bag, that oes by the Penin- 
sularand Oriental steamer, bat to collectlany stray newspapers, &c., for 
his Excellency that may not have found their way into the bag. Ruch sue’ 
mark of attention to him costs us £150. Government House advances 
towards completion, and it is evident that, spite of official reports, the 
money voted for it will not suffice, or nearly so. If more be mot asked fer 
it will be owing to the etrength of public opinion here and the orders 
received from Downing-street. But the money will be obtained notwith- 
standing, not by that magic process the wave of a wand, but by the more 
prosaic legerdemain of accounts. You have bad enough of this ia 
London lately, and the exhibition of it here by Governwent is not eal- 
culated to set a desirable example to our young men beginnirg busi-e 
nees life. The sleight of band required is not so difficult as it seems. 
There was a farmer who used to boast that he made matton pies for 
next to nothing ; for was not the mutton, and the flour, and the butter 
the produce of his own tarm? He paid only for the pepper and the 
salt. By the same reasoning a vote of £30,000 may be made to goa 
long way in building a palace. Bricks cost nothing; are they not 
made by our convicts? Timber felled and fashioned by convicts is 
equally inexpensive, and eo nre convict masons, bricklayers, and 
carpenters. if it be rumoured that ‘blinds’ are not charged against 
the house, but blush unseen under some vote for the convict depart- 
ment, that various articles of household furniture are judiciously dis 
tributed under other beading—let as be just—are not all these made of 
wood and paint manufactured in the gaol? So. too, are the doors and 
window sashes. Our financial management is ingenious enough, I 
doabt not, to cover the further cost of approaches, landscape garden- 
ing, and guard-houses, without the Colonial-office being one whit the 
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wiser. But while an additional £1,000 a-year may be gained by such 
processes as these, the result is an utter logs of public confidence in the 
accounts. It will be said that there are responsible officers to check 
these, and a Legislative Council to discuss the votes. The former have 
shown us that subordinates are not disposed to accept the ruin promised 
them if they so much as meditate disobedience or dream of questioning 
the acts of their superior. As to the Council, any one acquainted with 
Crown colonies will not need to be told what it is worth. Packed 
with officials, it is useful for voting money away, for sides the 
Governor from all responsibility in regard of measures he may devise 
and pass, and for proving the humiliating position of the unofficial 
members: who may vote and protest as freely as it pleases them. 

“The Auditor-General presents a glowing balance-shee., and ignores 
& contingent liability of hal a million dollars. We require therefore 
@ searching audit of the public accounts, conducted not by the Attor- 
ney-General or the Governor's secretary, but by persons in whom the 
eommunity have confidence. We are paying £60,000 per annum for 
the inefficient services of less than 900 troops. Asa colony we do not 
éax the Envlish people one farthing, and we claim therefore a voice in 
the appropriation of our public money, and a share in the control of 
our public affuirs. The plan suggested for our obtaining this is already 
before the Colonial-office. Equatise the numbers of official and ua- 
official members in the Legislative Council and restore the dignity 
and prestige of the judges.” 


; THE CHINESE IN CALIFORNIA. 

An American paper says, ‘‘ The extra deluge of Chinese immigrants 
to California, which was prophesied for this year, has not come about 
yet. About a thousand per month have been added to our population 
this season. The arrival of the monthly steamer from China makes a 
busy time for the Custom-house officials, as the Chinese immigrants, 
almost to a man, endeavour to smuggle in opium. On examining the 
contents of eight baskets which were entered at the Custom house re- 
cently as ‘Chinese drugs and medicinal roote,’ four of them were 
found to contatn opium, valued at £1,400. The opium had been 
manufactured and coloured to look like the pretended roots.” 

The San Francisco Bulletin thus describes the arrival of a steamer :— 
** An exciting scene opened when the inspectors of customs commenced 
operations on the luggage, looking for contraband opium, silk, &c. 

h man’s property was gone through by them, and with a rapidity 
and recklessness which evidently bewildered the Chinamen. such of 
the baggage was broken needlessly. Valuable camphor wood cheste 
were kicked open. even while the owners were reaching for the keys. 
Carpet bags were torn open and their contents scattered on the ground, 
frequently when there was no opium inthem. Some of the people, 
algo, were roughly handled, particularly when traces of opium were 
discovered. One man made his appearance, and was walking very 
coolly away ; an officer thonght his clothing was too heavy, and that 


he had on too many coats, he therefore stopped him, took out his knife |. 


and slashed into the garments, much to the astonishment of the celes- 
tials. He had five or six coats on, and in one of them was quilted 
several large packages of opium. The inspector cut away with his 
knife until the tellow was nearly disrobed, and he had obtained for his 
Jabour about four pounds of the drug. thers bored into shoes, and in 
many instances the bit brought from the centre of the soles the 
flavour of the hidden soporific. One man hada long, richly em- 
broidered pillow under hig arm. He carried no other bedding, and 
his evident solicitude for the safety of the pillow drew attention and 
excited suspicion. An inspector went for it; the Chinaman gave a 
grunt of despair as the relentless knite ripped open the pillow and 
Tevealed a large quantity ofopium. It was also found in trunk panels 
and falee bottoms of boxes, in bits of confectionery and cakes. Blocks 
of granite, apparently perfectly solid, attracted attention, and several 
of them, after neing subjected to the closest seratiny, were passed, and 
finally only five or six were left on the wharf. An officer thought he 
ould observe a difference in the qual ty of the granite at each end of 
the blocks. He took a hammer and pounded on one end of the block, 
but without effect. He turned it over and struck the other end several 
heavy blows, when, to the surprise of every one present, the false granite 
crumbled and it was found that several pounds of opium were packed in 
@ square hole or chamber in the centre. This had been closed with 
granite cement s0 closely resembling the main part that a casual ob- 
server would fail to discover the difference between them. The officers 
of the Society to Protect Chinese were at hand, and their presence and 
Occasional rebukes operated as wholesale checks on the useless and 
illegal destruction of property. A remarkable spectacle was the land- 
dng of the women and girls, of whom there were two hundred and 
forty on board. It was like landing a drove of sheep or cows. The 
policemen and Chinese ‘ bosses’ kept each aged together, and drove 
the entire crowd into a corner under the shed, and there they stood, 
watched as closely as ever was guarded a gang of slaves in the South. 
Near this multitude is an office in whieh a white woman is stationed, 
and whove business is to search the females for opium. It is seldom 
any opium ia found in the possession of these poor wretches. Most of 
those who come are young girla, many of them not over twelve or 
oo years of age, and nine-tenths, at least, are for purposes of pros- 
on.” 


= Tae Sugz Canat.—We find the following in the Pall Mall Gazette : 
—“The Canal Company have already become involved in twosuits. One 
was heard by the Frank Committee at Alexandria on the 10th. A 
French vessel allowed herself to be detained at Port Said for the fetes, 
in eonsideration of the company towing her atterwards down the Sea 
of Suez, which the company iuiling to do, the vessel went ashore at 
Ras Gharib, and was wrecked. The other was the case of the steamer 
Brazilian, chartered by the Peninsular and Oriental Company with 
8,000 tons of coals, for delivery at Bombay. Being too deep in the 
water, the company compromised the matter by purchasing 1,500 tons 
of the coal at Port Said, and taking the ship, so far emptied, through 
the Canal at reduced rates.”

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameore, Jan. 3. 

A letter has been received here from Captain A. J. Miller, of the 
Hamburg ship Lorenz Meyer, to his owners, stating that on the night 
of Sept. 11 last, whilst on his voyage from Hakodadi to Nagasaki, it 
being very dark at the time, the ship ran against the mast of a sunken 
wreck protruding above the surface of the water. and could only 
disentangle itself with loss of anchor, jibboom, and some of the rv1- 
ning rigging. He adds that he was obliged to return to Hakodadi for 
repairs, and has applied to the German Consul there to assiat him in 
obtaining redress and full compensation from the Japanese Guvern- 
ment for the damage sustained. The captain founds this claim on the 
fact that the wreck in question was within a mile’s cistance from the 
coast, and that though visible by day it was the bounden duty ot the 
Japanese authorities to have placed a lighted lantern there at nizh* «: 
a warning to passing vessels. If the Japan Governmeat repudiate 
the claim, I suppose the next thing we hear of will be that the Ger- 
man fleet has received orders to sail for Japan to demand satisfaction 
or this insult to the German flag. 

A wonderful piece of intelligence is going the round of the German 
press unchallenged, that has rather startled zeographers, to wit, that 
Livingstone discovered the sources of the Nile in 120 degrees south 
latitude. The astonishing thing is, not that he discovered the sourcey 
for by his previous letters we were prepared to bear that, but that he 
discovered them ‘‘in 120 degrees of south latitude,” whilst we inno- 
cent Fellows of the Roysl Geographical Society have always believed 
that there were not more that ninety such degrees. Ou my making 
inquiries of editors of papers here, I find that one and all ob'aiued it 
from Dr. Max Schlesinger, in London, who furnishes the German 
preas with a lithographed sheet containing the news of the day in the 
German language. Let us charitably suppose that he made a miata!:e, 
and inadvertently put an 0 too much, turning 12 into 120; still that 
does not exonerate the editors and readers of the German papers from 
the charge of either gross ignorance or gross carelessness to let such @ 
geographical blunder creep iuto their papers, and that not one of them 
should have discovered it in time or rectified it afterwards. 

This letter would not be complete without some account of the 
doings of the Chinese Ambassadors. They are still residing at Berlin, 
but are making preparations to leave that capital in the beginning of 
this month for St. Petersburg. 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpax, Jan. 3. 


I have but little news tosend ; the Parliamentary business has been 
interrupted by the Christmas holidays, and the members of he Second 
Chamber debated the last chapters of the Buget in haste, in order to 
enable them to leave the Hague the day before Christmas. They will 
not meet again until the 15th February, when several Billa of great 
importance will be discussed, namely, those referring to Academical 
Instruction, the National Guard (Schuttery), the Abolition of Cupital 
Puni-hment, and the Agrarian Law for India 

The Budget of the Minister of Finance was carried by 47 against 30 
votes ; the discussions thereupon were of small interest. The mem- 
bers were in such haste to separate that the Colonial Budget rages 
after a debate ot one day only, by 47 ayes against 24 noes. Thix “x 
certainly a large majority, and the voting list is of more importance 
because the Minister, Mr. de Waal, had declared in the course of the 
debate that he should con-ider the outvoting of thia Budget as a vote 
of want of confidence. There was, of course, really no debate, more 
than what is called in Parliamentary language a‘‘ colonial” one. The 
great struggle between the Liberals and Conservatives is reserved 
for the time when the Agrarian Law is brought under discussion. 
The sections have already examined this Bill, and the report, which 
is just published, is like all reports; it says nothing, and contains 
only an accumulation of common-places. Although the debs'e 
upon the Colonial Bud. et was so short, Messrs. Has-clman, Nierstraaz, 
van Sype, Steyn, van Wassenaer, and Haffmanns fonnd time to severely 
criticise the Minister’s policy. The firat asked what would become of 
our colonies in the future it Liberal principles were constantly applied 
and lamented that we should lose the yearly favourable balances. The 
second regretted that a man like Mr. van Rees was appointed member 
of the Council of India, which proved that the Minister cultivat-d 
antagonism between India and the mother country ; be sketched the 
miserable condition of Java, and referred to a correspondence, which 
was addressed some months ago to the Pali Mali Gazctte by an Eug- 
lishman residing at Batava_ in order, he stated, toginstigute the English 
Government to interfere with our authority in Java. This nonsensical 
argument, of conree, made no impression. Mr. Haffmanns was of 
opinion tha! the Minister ought to resign after the vote on the amend- 
meat, carried by Mr. van Nuamen-Blusse. The last-named thereu 
declared that his motion had not the least inimical intention. The 
Minister, of course, replied to the several objections made against his 
policy, the voting list proves with what success. 

Mr. van Kerkwyk has asked for information with regard to the in- 
terest. which is due to us from the Government of Japan for our sha.e 
in the sum of indemnification for the expedition to Simonuscki. This 
interest was not paid last year, and it seems now that it will not be 
paid before 1872. ‘I'he Minister of Finance stated in reply that the 
other Powers—England, France, and America—had agreed to this de- 
lay, and that it was better to agree to the arrangement than to en- 


deavour to force the Japanese Government. 
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THE SUEZ CANAL VERSUS THE CAPE ROUTE. 

Herr von ScHERZER, who is attached to the Austrian Expe- 
dition to the Far East, has compiled a statement of the condi- 
tions he considers necessary to enable a direct line of steamers 
to be worked profitably between Trieste and China direct, via 
the Suez Canal ; and the Economist devotes some space to au 
avalysis of his calculations, which are shown to be not very 
encouraging as to the Canal. The writer fixes the standard 
rate of freight for the direct steamers at £5 per ton of forty 
cubic feet each way, and ‘by sailing ship round the Cape at 
30s. outward and £4 10s. homewurds, per ton of fifty feet. 
In accordance with this scale, be shows that the cost of 
freight and insurance on each ton of tea would be only 
£1 48 6d. more by the new than by the old route—an infi- 
nitesimal difference, which, he estimates, will te more than 
counterbalanced by the saving of three monthw’ interest on 
the cost of the cargo. But, then (as the Economist justly 
says). the time saved will not be three monthx, and to this 
we may add another objection ; Herr von ScHERZER pute 
down the rate of insurance via the Canal at only half that 
charged round the Cape, which is quite a gratuitous assump- 
tion. A calculation of the relative charges on export cargo 
by the two routes gives a result still more decidedly in fa- 
vour of the Cape, and the same remarks as to interest and 
insurance of cour-e apply to the outward voyage. Although 
Dr. ScuERzER states that his proposals were received with 
“sympathy” by the German houses in Hong Kong, we 
doubt whether any substantial support could be gained for 
such a line. Austrian trade with the Far East is at pre- 
sent »]most nothing, and merchants or shippers in Northern 
and Central Germany, having at band such convenient ports 
as Hamburg and Rotterdam, with a large mercantile marine 
of their own to employ, will not be very likely to send their 
goods by a long and costly railway journey to Trieste merely 
for the sake of patronising an Austrian steam company. 
Herr von SoneErzer’s project is not likely to be realised 
just yet. : 

_Ina letter to General Sasixz, which was read at the Royal 
Society tbe other vight, Mr. Bateman, C.E., declares che 
Suez Canal to be “a decided success,” though much yet re- 
mains to be done with it. The reef at Serapeum, he says, 
limits the Canal at present to vessels of 16 feet draught of 
water ; when these rocks are removed the available depth 
may be increased to 21 feet or 22 feet. This will still be far 
short of the promised depth of 26 feet. The organs of the 
Canal Compauy lay great stress to the large tonnage of some 
of the vessels that have passed through the Canal, some of 
the steamers that have traversed its entire length being over 
2,000 tons. It is hardly necessary to observe that this has no 
real bearing on the question of the practical utility of the Canal, 
for these large ships carried no cargo, and in sume cases had 
even to take out ballast. The opening of the Cunal must 
doubtless have the credit of stimulating our Government to 
one good resolution, namely, to improve the channel! and 
eharbour of Aden, a work that we understand will be forth- 
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GALLE HARBOUR. 


Wes hear from Galle that the Commission which has been 
sitting to inquire into the various schemes that have been 
put forth for the improvement of Gulle Harbour, and to de- 
termine the most feasible one, is now approaching the termi- 
nation of its labours. We hope no hasty conclusion will be 
arrived at, for, without in any way disparaging the ability of 
the gentlemen who compose the Commission, we cannot help 
feeling some misgivings when we reflect on the extremely dif- 
ficult and technical character of the question they are called 
on to decide. Anxious as we are tu see this long-needed 
work carried out, we cannot express ourselves perfectly 
satisfied with the manner in which the preliminary steps 
have been taken. When an Act was passed towards the 
close of last session, authorising an advance of a quarter of 
a million sterling to be expended in the improvement of 
Galle Harbour, subject to certain conditions rather onerous 
to the colony, we naturally supposed—and so, probably, did 
the public generally—that the work had been duly planned, 
the estimates framed on reliable data, and, in fact, that the 
scheme had been in all respects matured, and was approved 
of—together with the conditions above alluded to—in the 
colony. This, it seems, was by no means the case. Sir Hzr- 
cues Rosinsov, in the first place, consulted certain English 
engineers on the subject ; they examined and compared the 
various schemes that had been from time to time proposed, 
and then, without fixing on any particular one, delivered an 
opinion that a work of some sort might be completed for 
about £250,000. On this apparently insufficient ground the 
Act of Parliament was framed, and until it was passed not 
even a rumour reached the Ceylon public of what was going 
on! All this, too, has been done in the face of the well- 
known fact that “harbour works,” as they are technically 
termed, are the most difficult and critical of all engineering 
works, and those of which previous estimates or calculations 
are the most deceptive. We have good reasons for believing 
that there is not one such work (of any magnitude) in exist- 
ence that did not cost double the amount of the original 
estimate, and in the case of Galle Harbour there are speciat 
elements of uncertainty. We hear—and find some difficulty 
in believinz—that there are somewhere about forty different 
schemes befure the commission, and this alone, if true, shows 
what a wide diversity of opinion exists among projectors as 
to the nature of the work to be done. To evolve order ovt 


‘of this chaos must be a task of no small difficulty, and, 


bowever ably it may be accomplished, we doubt whether the 
colonists will easily reconcile themselves to the heavy burden 
which even the most favourable solution of the problem must 
throw onthem. The object is one of such vast importance 
to British commercial interests in the Eusteru Seas, that 
help ought to have been given, and with no niggard band, 
trom the Imperial Treasury. As it is, the whole vost, which 
is not unlikely to be half a million sterling, is most unfairly 
fastened upun Ceylon. 


THE NEW CHINA TREATIES. 

Besipes the British, another European Government has 
lately concluded a treaty at Peking. The Austrian treaty with 
China is the first that has been made containing any restric- 
tions as to the appointment of Consuls ; but at last it seems 
that the Chinese Goverument has awakeued to a sense of the 
evils attending a system which allows uf from six to a dozen 
“trading Consuls” at every port, some of them without any 
raison détre, except their own interests—as, for example, at 
Kiukiang, where a recent census of the American residents 
gave the curious result of “one Consul and family, one mar- 
shal, one citizen.” The use to which some of these trading 
Consuls turn their privileges has long been notorious. In 
March last, when writing ou this subject, we mentioned some 
exceedingly gross instances of such abuses and of their detri- 
mental effect on the true interests of commerce—at the same 
time observing, that “ Au official in bigh position, who trades 
“on that position, must degrade himself iu the eyes of the 
“native Government, and his influence with them for all good 
“euds is necessarily dimivished, while foreiyn prestige suffers 
“asa whole.” We are glad to see that at lust the truth of this 
has, at least in one case, been recognised, and hope the

SIR CHARLES DILKE ON BRITISH POLICY IN, 
CHINA. 


TELEGRAPHIC communication, though in the main a boon to 
journalists, is not without its drawbacks ; one of them lies in 
the frequency with which an important piece of news fulls | 
flat owing to the edge having been taken off the reader’s appe- 
tite by an anticipatory telegram. We are therefore fortunate 
in having a chuice morsel to transmit to China by the next 
mail that cannot well have been so forestalled ; we allude to 
Sir Cuarves Ditke’s letter to The Times, which, amusing as 
it is, would hardly be considered worth telegraphing verbatim. 
Wise critics have been shaking their heads this last week over 
gome unwonted aberrations in the columns of the Atheneum ; 
now the mystery is solved—Sir Cartes has been absorbed 
with a Chinese mare’s nest—and, it is grievous to add, the 
produce thereof is addled! Sir CHarves starts however, 
with an undeniable truth. “It is now more than a 
“ year since [ had an opportunity of addressing you upon 
“ Chinese affairs.” What a pity this admirable reticence bas 
not been longer preserved. Sir Cuaruxs ought to know that 
though “speech is silvern, silence is golden "—especially as 
regards a subject you don’t understand. It would certainly 
be unjust to blame a traveller for not porsessing a perfect 
knowledge of every country he has visited, but we have a 
right to find fault with one who, on the strength of the 
slightest possible acquaintance with a nation, assumes that 
his own views regarding it are infallible, and coully stigma- 
tises the statemeuts of those who differ with him as “ wholly 
false.” It is not very long since we had occasion to correct 
some extraordinary mistakes made by the same writer re- 
gardiag Ceylon, and now we have once more to perform a 
similar ungracious office. 


* As regards Shanghai, there is a curious similarity between 
the ideas of the Duke of Somerset and those of Sir CHaRrLEs 
Dike. The latter evidently adopts the “sink of iniquity” 
view, for according to him the community at that port is 
always busy “ concocting” (that is his word) some villanous 
scheme to imperil our amicable relations with the Chivese 
Government. “Great credit,” says Sir CHaRLEs, with a fine 
irony, “must be accorded to the Shanghai community for 
their two last strokes.” This naturally prepares the reader 
for a revelation of some dark Machiavellian intrigues, but on 
reading further it is disappointing to find tbat the first of 
these “ strokes” is “the publication of a private letter of Mr. 
Hart, in which bis own text and somebody elee’s comments 
“on it have been so ingeniously mixed up as to have deceived 
“one of your contemporaries.” Now the truth is that Mr. 
Hanrr's letter was first printed in San Francisco (in the Alta 
California of Sept. 19), and was copied into many American 
papers, from some of which the China papers have re- 
cently re-printed it. The assertion, therefore, that the 
Shanghai community have unfairly published a private letter 
is distinctly untrue, The comments, described. by Sir CHARLES 
as “ somehody else’s,” are by Mr. Ross Brownz, lately United 
States Minister at Peking; Mr. Hart's letter and Mr. 
Browne's comments thereon were printed by some of the 
Chiua papers in parallel columns (as is often done in such 
cases tu facilitate reference), and this is what Sir CHaRLes 
calls “ingeniously mixing up” with a view to deceive—an- 
other most unjust aspersion. Now for the second “ stroke.” 
The letter goes on to state that this publication of a private 
letter ‘“‘ will hardly, however, prove to be so successful a 
“piece uf policy as the refusal of an audience to the 
“Duke of EpinpurcH.” There is such an extraordivary 
confusion of ideas here that we cease to wonder at the 
little eccentricities in the Atheneum above adverted to. The 
sentence mu-t mean (if it means anything) that the 
Emperor's refusal to receive the Duke of EDINBURGH at 
Peking was a piece of policy on the part of the Shanghai ; 
community! A little further on we read that “it is impos- 
“sible to escape the conclusion that a refusal was courted 
“when the request was made.” By whom? The Shanghai 
community certainly did not request the Empzror to receive | 
the DuKE; +o far from this, there was a very strong feeling 
among all Englishmen in China egainst the Doxe’s going tu 
Pekiug at all. The regret that he should place himself in so 
false a position was universal, and was most openly expressed. 
And yet Sir CHaRLEs presumes to assert that “the audience ' 
was vnly asked for” (by the Shanghai community !) « in | 
order that it might be refused.” The utter ignorance here | 
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displayed of the whole course of recent events in China is 
ludicrous. 

Of course Sir Cuarues thinks the Chinese Government 
quite right in refusing the DuKean audience. “ It could not 
have been granted,” he tells us, “ without vivlating one of the 
most holy traditions of the Empire.” [t seems a little strange 
that the bigoted conservatism of an overbearing Government 
should inapire so much reverence ia the breast of an advanced 
Liberal like Sir Coartes Dinke. But some Liberals have cari- 
ous ideas. The prejudices of an Oriental despot are “holy tradi- 
tious,” but in England we have no holy traditions, or if we have 
they don’t avail to stay the progress of radicalism—they are 
called relics of barbarism, and swept away without acruple. 
This theory would be a dangerous one if varried out consis- 
tently. Suppose for instance, we accredited an envoy to some 
not over-civilised country, where, among other “holy tradi- 
tions,” the natives cherish the custom of feeding on one another, 
—and suppose they eat our Minister. Would Sir Caarves 
condone this also, and recognise caunibalism as an amiable 
weakness, deserving of all respect ? 

Then, to refute the prevalent idea that the English resi- 
dents in China are “ wholly inoffensive and injured people,” 
Sir Caar.es professes to give “a few specimeus of their re- 
cent utterances.” The one that he lays most stress on is a 
passage in the speech made by Colonel Knox Gore (a mili- 
tary officer, be it observed, not a China merchant). at the 
banquet given in Hong Kong to Admiral Keppen. ‘The gal- 
lant colonel said that the Chinese were an inferior nation, 
and ought to be made to understand that fact. Sir CHARLES 
finds fault with this, so we must conclude that he regards the 
Chiuese as his superiorse—a touching example of humility 
that our readers will, we fear, find seme difficulty in 
emulating. The Supreme Court and Consular Gazette he 
accuses of writing an ‘annexation leader,” simply be- 
cause an article in the issne of October 16 advocated an 
extension of the Foreign Customs system to the collection 
of the inland revenue. The Chinese Government having 
failed in every attempt to check the entire misappropriation 
of the Customs’ revenue so long as it was in the hands of 
corrupt Mandarins, gladly availed themselves of the services 
of foreign inspectors, and the system thus inaugurated has 
worked for many years to their entire satisfaction. The col- 
lection and appropriation of the internal revenue is as full of 
abuses now as were the Customs in former days, and it is surely 
a sensible suggestion that the system that has redeemed the 
one from utter disorganisation should be applied to the other. 
But Sir Cua es stigmatises the proposal to appoiut two or 
three foreign commissioners for each province as an attempt 
at annexation ! He evidently does not even kuow that in the 
foreign Inspectorate of Customs the distribution of the chief 
posts among various nationalities is carefully provided for, so 
as to avoid an undue preponderance of any one treaty power, 
and that an inspectorate of inlaud revenue would necessarily 
be on the same plan. Finally, Sir Cuarues broadly con- 
demns all criticism adverse to the Chinese Government as un- 
fair, and all statements that their policy is reactionary as un- 
true. We venture boldly to roturt these accnsations on Sir 
Cuaates ; his criticisms on the utterances of the Chiva press 
are unfair, because they are couceived in ignorance and pre- 
judice, and his accusations against the China communities 
are simply untrue. Nowhere is the weakness of his argu- 
ments more plainly manifested than in the concluding para- 
graph of his letter, wherein it is said that in the revised treaty 
“ the Chinese appear to have granted more than our Buard 
“‘ of Trade thouyht it advisable to ask, and the experience of 
“the year would seem to prove that there is no amount of 
“ progress which may not be hoped for, provided, &c., &c.” 
The italics ure our own, and sufficiently indicate the vague- 
ness of the writer’s ideas. Simultaneously with Sir CHARLES 
Druke’s letter, was published a telegram stating that Sir R. 


| Aucock had been insulted by the Governor of Nanking, a 


rather suggestive cvincidenve from which our readers will 
not fail to make appropriate deductions. 


Since the above was written, leading articles on Sir CHARLES 
Dixrke's letter have appeared in the Standard aud Globe, in 
which very similar opinions are expressed. We reprint them in 
anothercolumn.

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COLONIAL JUDGES. | 
Tuer Economist propounds a novel and startling theory on 
the subject of colonial government. In reviewing Mr. Na- 
PIBR’S recent pamphlet ou the independence of the Judges in 
the Straits Settlements— which we noticed in a recent issue 
—the Economvist says, “ At first sight it would seem the most 
“expedient course to make the Colonial Governor the Chief 
“ Judge, concentrating all authority in his hands, as his rule 
‘must be despotic.” It is hardly necessary to say that this 
sentence alone suffices to expose the writer’s ignorance of the 
entire subject. To take the latter part of it first, the assump- 
tion that the rule of the Governor of a Crown Colony “must 
be despotic ” is preposterous. It too often happens that the Le- 
gislative Council of a colony is so defectively constituted that 
it degenerates into a mere voting machine, of which the 
Governor can make whatever uee he pleases, thus becoming 
in truth a petty despot. But thie is not what it ought 
to be, or what it was intended to be. The very fact that a 
Legislative Council exists is in itself proof that the Legisla- 
tive function was primarily intended to be exercised by the 
Council, and not by the Governor ; how, therefore, can it be 
said that the Government of a Crown Colony must be des- 
potic? That it zs so, in certain cases, is too true; but in 
these cases the Legislative Body is packed with official 
members, who vote under the Governor's orders—a state of 
things we have often characterised as disgraceful The co- 
nomist, however, goes further thav this. Not satisfied with 
establishing the absolute rule of the Governor in Legislative 
matters, it would give'bim a monopoly of Judicial authority 
also. The bad system of making the Judge subservient to 
the Governor is to be cured by making the Governor himself 
Chief Judge! If natives who have claims against the Go- 
vernment already fear to bring them into Court because they 
look on the Judges as servants of the Governor, would they 
feel any more confidence if the Governor were himself the 
Judge? Again, in the case of Crown prosecutions, the Go- 
vernor himself would be virtually prosecutor, judge, and jury. 
The Econvumist’s brilliant idea of “ Every Governor his own 
Chief-Justice” might be varied in many ways ; for instance, 
something might be saved by making “every governor his 
own bishop,” or—to carry out the despotic theory to the last 
extremity—“ every governor his own hangman.” 


In another column we insert a letter from “ A Singapore 
Merchant,” wherein the shortcomings of the Straits Govern- 
ment are ably dealt with, and we shall very shortly be enabled 
to publish the despatch trom Governor Orb, to which we re- 
ferred in a receut issue, together with the reply of the 
Straits Association thereto. We are informed that at a re- 
cent meeting of the Leyislative Council (of which we have 
geen no printed report of the proceedings) the gunboat ques- 
tion ogain came up. The vote for this continues to appear 
on the Estimates, and Mr. ADAMSON (a new non-official mem- 
ber) proposed to strike it out, in which he was seconded by 
Mr. Rem. Ona division, the Chief Justice voted with the 
four non-official members, in favour of Mr. ADAMSON’S mo- 
tion, and the remaining five official members against it. The 
Governor’s casting vote decided the question—we need hardly 
say on which side.

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THE “SPINDRIFT.” 

Ir is announced that a lengthened and careful examination 
held at Trinity-honse into the lo-s of the Spindrift has re- 
sulted in the suspension of Mr. ManTiy, the pilot, for six 
months. At the expiration of that period a re-examination 
and production of testimonials to character will be required 
before the licence is renewed. His previous good character 
is alleged as the rexson for this lenient treatment, but for all 
that we must endorse the verdict of Zhe Times, that it is “a 
most inadequate sentence.” A correspondence on the sub- 
ject of the inquiry into the loss of the Spindrift has taken 
place between the Board of Trade and the Trinity-bouse. 
The opinion of the Board of Trade may be gathered from 
the tone of a letter addressed to Mr. PaTreson. the mnagis- 
trate who investigated the case, by the Secretary of the 
Boarp of Trapr, from which we quote the following pas- 
Baye :— 

Whether be was guilty of any auch breach of daty as to juctify the 
suspension of hia certificate, or aa to entitle shippers or others to any civil 
remedy agiinst his owner, are questions on which the Board of Trade have 
no jurisdiction, and on which they desire to express no opinion ; but they 
are anxious to protest against the practical conclusion to which the report 
of the Court is likely to lead—viz., that a merchant captain, when be has 
on board a pilot whom thelaw oblizes him to take, may neglect all ordinary 
precautions, may leave his ship in a state of disorder, and may, unless the 
pilot is notoriously drank, refuse to pay attention to the most obvious signs 
and warnings of danger, confident that if he does but allow the pilot's 
orders to be implici'ly obeved, be and his crew will be exempt from all re- 
sponsibility, and, as it would seem, from all blame. 

The Shipping Gazette strongly approves of the opinion 
expressed on the part of the Loard of Trade in the letter 
above quoted. It says :— 

It is with much pleasure that we find a principle for which we have at 
all times contended x0 distinctly defined and <o resolutely upheld by the 
Board of Trade. We have never admitted that a shipmaster can be di- 
vested of his authority by the presence of a compulsory pilot on board bis 
ship, and have always maintained that the master who believes that he can 
be, and acts on that belief, is totally unfit for command. The sooner the minds 
of shipmasters are disabused of this notion the better. But we fear that so 
long as the exixting law of compulsory pilotage is maintained, will the op- 
portunity be afforded for this mischievous and most dangerous misconcep- 
tion. A great deal of the case of the Spindrist is wrapped in mystery, 
but sufficient has transpired to show that if the master had trusted less 
implicitly to the pilot bis ship would have been saved. The case and its 
results will teach shipmasters henceforth, it may be hoped, that, whether 
the pilot is on board or not, they are never relieved of responsibility as to 
the navigation of the ship, an that if a pilot brings a ship into danger, 
and the master does not interfere to prevent him, the master is guilty of 
an unjustifiable dereliction of duty. The master is commander of his 
ship in any and every event, and if he does not exercise his judgment, 
even when a pilot is forced on board his ship by law, he must take the 
consequences. 





THE prospectus of the China Submarine Telegraph Com- 
pany, issued in the early part of last month, held out the 
promise of an ultimate extension of the line from Hong 
Kong to Shanghai, but it was not expected that anything 
would be done towards this section for some time. We ob- 
serve, however, with satisfaction, that immediate action is to be 
taken, an extraordinary meeting having been held on the 7th 
instant, at which the directors were authorised to take imme- 
diate steps for extending the line from Hong Kong to 
Shanghai. We are glad to observe too that the necessary 
steps are being taken for an extension of the British Indian 
system to Australia; this undertaking also deserves the 
sympathy of our readers, for it will place not only Europe, 
but the Straits Settlemeuts and China, in direct commuuica- 
tion with the Australian colonies, and must greatly tend to 
develop trade in that direction. 


Tae BuruincaMe Mission is about ‘leaving Berlin for St. - 
Petersburg. We uuderstand that a convention has been con- 
cluded with the North German Government similar to that 
with the United States. It is said the Mission is assured of 
a cordial reception at St. Petersburg, but this is not so cer- 
tain. A correspondent of the Vieuna Wanderer states that 
the Russian Government intends to demand from the Ohi- 
nese Embassy that its subjects shall have the right of 
trading in every part of the Celestial Empire, and that 
Russia shall be empowered to send consuls to every consider- 
able town in China. 


We are informed by the Post-office authorities that the re- 
duction in the rate of postage Letween this country and the 
United States will not affect correspondence for Jupan and 
China by the Pacific route, which remains at one shilling the 
half ounce. 
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OUR “TELEGRAPHIC EXTRA.” 
(From the London aad China Express.) — 

Turs adjunct to our paper has now been sufficiently long 
in existence to enable vs to form a correct idea regarding 
the opinion in which it is held among the mercantile com- 
munities of the Far East. The advices from our ayents 
and correspondents at the various ports unmistakably indi. 
cate that while our spectal commercial messages are highly 
valued, notwithstanding the delays and mutilations they have 
suffered owing to the inefficiency of the telegraph lines, the re- 
production of Mr. Reuter’s general telegrams, ag received at 
Galle, is looked on with indifference. In fact, it has become 
evident that the real value of the xtra to subscribers lies 
solely in our own special telegrams, and this will be still 
more the case when an improvement in the telegraphic sys- 
tem ensures punctuality and correctness. These considera- 
tions have induced us to decide ona modification of our 
original plan, whereby Reuter’s telegrams will in future 
be excluded, and the £xéra will consist simply of a slip con- 
taining our special telegrams, together with those from Bom- 
bay and Calontta, and any other items of news particularly 
interesting to subscribers, such as must often turn up at such 
@ central point as Galle. Advices by lust mail inform us 
that the telegraph wires have been workivg better, and we 
are glad to find our telegrams of Nov. 25 for the Lzira ar- 
tived in time for the issue of Dec. 1. 











MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 

At a meeting recently held in Edinburgh, on behalf of the Eng- 
lish Presbyterian Missions in China, the Rev. Dr. Leaag, in 
moving a resolution expresaive of sympathy with the China mis- 
sionaries, made an able speech, defending them from the attacks 
of the Duke of Somerset and others. We append a summary of | 
Dr. Legge’s speech, and also a letter commenting upon it, addressed | 
by Mr. Huan Marueson to the Weekly Review :— | 


Dr. Legge’s resolution was as follows :—‘‘ That this meeting deeply 
sympathises with the missionaries of this association im the troubles , 
and difficulties to which they have been exposed during the past years. 
and the reproaches that have been unjustly uttered against them, and 
desires to express its confidence in the Christian wisdom and forbear. | 
ance which have invariably characterised their procedure.” | 

Yn supporting the resolution, Dr. Legge referred to the difficulties , 
and trials connected with the life of a missionary, and the reward ' 
which they bad when they saw their work prospering. In 1852, when 
he went for a fortnight on a visit to Amoy, there were only half-a-dozen | 
converte in connection with all the missions; subsequently, when he 
visited it, it was like going to what one had seen before as a rugged 
heath and barren wilderness, and beholding it everywhere beginning : 
te bud and blossom like the garden of the Lord. He then referred to 
the] charges which had been brought against the missionaries. I: 
confess (he ssid) that I was overwhelmed when the news came of 
the outrages at Yangchow, for which the missionaries were not at all 
responsible. Thereafter there set in a storm of abuse and aspersion 
against them, echoing from the column of one newspaper to 
another, and finally taken up and reverberated in one great explo- 
sion by the Duke of Sumerset in the House of Lords. It was said 
that missionaries were not sufficiently educated for their work. Sir | 
R. Alcock has again and again intimated in his communications to 
Lord Clarendon that it was vain to expect from such a feeble folk as. 
they were the great reeults which were anticipated. I agree with our 
detractors in wishing that both in natural capacity and acquired attain- 
mente our missionaries in China were tenfold abler men than they are. 
More and more do | feel that our work demauds the highest human 
calture and the highest natural capacity. But if we can wish that we 
were better than we are, I do not think we need be ashamed that we 
are what we are. You have no need, I can boldly say, to be ashamed 
of your missionaries in China; and, as belonging to another society. | 
can speak of them more freely than perhaps they would like to do 
themselves. I can epeak of all of them, as knowing them all personally 
and intimately. When they are spoken of as only half-educated men, 
unfit for the work which the Christian Church has called them to 

reve, | think it would be very difficult to pick out in the English 

resbyterian Church, or in the Free Church of Scotland, ten men 
Defore whom your ten men now in the mission-field in China would 
have reason to hide their heads. (Applause.) Sure I am that mission- 
aries as a body are not inferior to any other body of men in China. 
We are not inferior in capacity or attainments to the merchants 
there, or to the members of the consular eervice, diplomatic rervice, 
or any other service in the great fields of labour. (Applanse.) 
When it pleased the Duke of Somerset to speak of missionaries in the 
House of Lorde, he spoke of us as wanting to propagate Christianity 
by means of Her Majesty’s gunboats, and that in effect wherever you 
foond missionaries you found either rogues or enthusiaste. After a 
distance of months has intervened I feel that the remark of his lordship 
is not worth more than a smile. Sorry | am that any person in the 
House of Lords ebould have descended to it; sorry | am that when an 
occasion of making explanations was afforded to the Duke of Somerset 
he was unequal to it; and, without giving railing for railing, I would 
dismiss his remark with the observation that he has occasion for shame, 
and that he never will stand right with the world until he acknow- 
ledges thathe is ashamed of having 80 expressed himeelf. (Loud ap- 
sexes The charge of a want of education and the aspersions of the 

ake of Somerset might be allowed to pasa without anything more 
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being said upon them. They were juat little flashes like those which new 
and then trouble the atmosphere, but leave it clearer than it was bee 
fore. However, { am afraid that there may arise out of what has oe 
curred at Yangchow and other places, and out of the want of proper 
resolution on the part of missionary socicties, an action on the 
part of our Government in reference to our missionaries that 
would be most unhappy, and which I| for one would most deeply 
regret. Sir Rutherford Alcock has again and again expressed 
himaelf to Lord Clarendon that the proselytising agency, as he terms 
it, which had been grafted upon the treaty of commerce, was both 
tatile and embarrassing, and haa added that the mandarins and the 
Cuinese authorities, and the official classes have an implacable hosti- 
lity to the missionaries, and that there ia great danger from the mis- 
sionary enterprise, as it has been growing into a more aggressive 
agency, and extending into the interior of the country, thereby 
leading to great embarrassments and interferences of our commercial 
and other interests connected with that great empire. Now it is to be 
greatly deplored if our Government eanctions the initiative of a retro- 
grade action in its communications with China, or sanctious any de- 
parture from its previous stipulations. It is etrange that the reprosel 
should be constantly thrown out ayainst us that we do not do as the 
Roman Cathc':. Missionaries, viz., go into the interior of the country 
and vacrifice ourselves as they do, and at the very moment that it is 
possible for us to do so there gets up this hue and cry; and Lord Cla- 
rendon says in the House of Lords that it is indispensable for mission- 
aries to confine their operations to the treaty porte, and even there 
exercixe the greatest caution and judgment. As to the statement that 
the official classes are implacably hostile to Christianity, last year the 
Governor General of one of the provinces, the most powerful man in 
China, whilst stating that the Chinese must put their foot down and 
sternly resist the formation of railways and all such things, said the 
missionaries had a right to teach and preach in the country, and that 
they should not be interfered with. (Applause.) So far as the people 
of China are concerned, I am bold to say that whatever of good feeling 
exists among them to foreigners is owing to the influence of the mis- 
sionaries. ‘There are none whom they know go well, and there are none 
of whom they have more reason to think well. I am sure of this, that 
the best thing for the preservation of the peace and of our good relations 
with China. and for the promotion of commercial and other interests 


, there, would be an enlarged and extend«d increase of missionaries and 


missionary labours throughout the length and breadth of the empire of 
China. It is often cast us a reproach to us that we Protestant mission- 
aries were for the most part married, and had a great many children. 
I think, however, that our wives and children are the best hostages 
which the Government or the country could have for our prudence and 
forbearance. (Loud applause.) I would advise Government to let 
missionaries and missionary matters alone; let things go on as 

are going. and take their course under the providence of God. 

I would advise missionary societies, instead of seeking to lay any re- 
strictions on their missionaries, to bid them God-speed, and to express 
the confidence which this resolution expresses in the Christian wisdom 
and forbearance which have characterised their proceedings in China. 
(Loud applause.) 


Dr. Duff seconded the resolution. He only wished that the Duke of 
Somerset had been present and heard what had been said in defence 
of the missionaries in China, in order that he might have had an 
opportunity of showing that he was capable of blushing. He then 
commented in severe terms on the general apathy which was shown 
towards the mission work ; remarking that the great mass of the people 
gave only the leavings of their incomes to the cause of Christ. 

The resolution was carried. 


MB. MATHESON’S LETTER. 

Deak Srm,—I am anxious to draw the epecial attention of your 
readers to the very able speech delivered in Edinburgh a few days ago 
by the Rev. Dr. Legge, in vindication of the missionaries in China 
from the unjusi and unwarrantable aspersions which were thrown upom 
them during last session of Parliament. . The occasion was the annual 
meeting of the friends of our China mission in Scotland, at which I 
had the satiafaction of assisting, and it was peculiarly gratifying to 
me to listen to the very complete statement of Dr. Legge, upon a 
subject upon which he, of all men, is eminently entitled to speak. 
For a number of years past Dr. Legge bas been engaged in translating 
one of the most important works, in a missionary point of view, that 
has ever been brought to light—the Chinese classics, containing the 
writings of Confucius and his disciples, writings upon which the 
whole life of China for upwards of a thonsand years, civil, reli- 
gious, and eeonomical, has been based. Several volumes of this 
remurkable book have already been issued, and it is, I think, 
impossible to exaggerate the importance to be attached to them 
by all who have to deal with the Chinese, whether they be the Govern- 
ment officials of other nations, or the missionaries of the everlasting 
Gospel. The principles which govern every department of life in China 
to this day are enunciated in these ancient classics, and the student of 
them will wonder how, with such a marvellous and in many respects 
admirable system of morality, we should yet find among the Chinese se 
little of the practice of those sublime virtues which every child is 
theoretically taught to reverence from hia carliest years. We need 
only, however, to remember that no system of virtue ever devised can 
convert a human soul by nature “dead in trespasses and sins,” all being 
alike powerless to change the heart. It is thus that in China, above 
all other heathen countries, we see how powerless mere civilisation is 
to effect the regeneration of a people, and that until Christianity comes 
in, revealing a living Saviour, and a life-giving Spirit, the shrines of 
the purest morality are nothing but whited sepulchres. 

The testimony of Dr. Legge to the education and learning of our own 
missionaries was not needed for us, who knew that they are all Uni- 
versity men, capable of taking their placcs beside a similar nomber of 
cultivated men in any profession in Enyland. But it is gratifying to 
reveive the testimony from such a source. And in regard to mission- 
aries generally, the fact cannot be disputed that if you want to know 
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who has dune any! hing by bis pen to convey to the Chinese informa- 
tion and instruction trom the West, you will find that it ia to the mis- 
sionary thut in ninety-nine cases out of the hundred the credit of efforts 
in this direction is due. And it. would be the highest wisdom in our 
rulera, even if animated by mere worldly policy, instead of frowning 
upon the missionary caure, to give it every encouragement, as being 
the medium above all others calculated to raise Great Britain in the 
estimation of the Chinese, as a nation which sends them men of the 
highest heneficence, who, wherever they settle, are found to seek the 
ge of the people, and to promote peace and ‘harmony among them. 

‘e do not want the patronage of any earthly government ; but we 
claim reasonable protection, and the treaty right of immuni'y from 
persecution for “ those who teach and those who profess the Christian 
religion.” 

In addressing you rome time ago in regard to affairs in the island of 
Formosa, | took occasion to refer to the deep regret with which I, in 
common with almoxt every one who has any intercourse with China, 
viewed the recent change of policy adopted towards the Chinere autho- 
ritiee by our Government. J fear it must now be said that the fruits of 
that change are more rapidly manifesting themselves than any of us 
were prepared for. That the hostility which is being displayed by the 
Chinese is in no sense specially directed against Christian mis- 
sionaries as such is becoming more and more apparent. I assert 
with ‘the utmost confidence that recent hostile acta are inspired 
by that hitred to foreigners, and exclusive jealousy of our supe- 
rlority and moral power, of which we can hardly hope to see any 
abatement eo long as the head of the Chinese Empire is recognised 
as in rome sort a ripresentative of Heaven by all the suljects of 
the “Middle Kingdom.” Aad from information on which I can rely, 
I believe, the Chinese Government is taking practical steps to place 
their seaboard in a higher condition of defence than has ever before 
existed. ‘he Taku forts, where our fleet under Admiral Hope met 
with go disastrous 4 reverse on our firat expedition to Peking. are now 
being rebuilt on a greatly exteuded scale, and mounted with rifled 
cannon, while naval ur-enals are being established on other important 

inta of the coast, all which muat be known by our Government. 

he pressing want now is that Sir Rutherford Alcock should be suc- 
ceeded at Peking by a statesman of known energy and experience ; 
for it is only too evident that the next few years will prove critical in 
the history of our intercourse with China.—Yonrs very faithfully,

BRITISH POLICY IN CHINA. 

The following letter from Sir Charles Wentworth Dilke, on the 
subject of British Policy in China, has appeared in The Timea, 
and the Standard has un article on it, which we append. Further 
reference to it will be found in our leader columns. 


It is now more than a year since since I last had an opportunity of 
addressing you upon Chines affuirs. At that time no public declara- 
tion had been made of the course that would be tuken by Her Majesty’s 
Government in the Chine e question, and although it bad previously 
been rumoured that Lord S:anley had adopted a conciliatory tone, it 
was not certain but that the representations of interested persons 
might prevail with bisencce-sor. Happily, such was not the case, and 
in his dexpatch o! Dec. 28, 1868, Lord Clarendon once more enunciated, 
with p:aiseworthy firmness, the policy of peaceful action and “ refer- 
ence to Peking.” In the year that has now elapsed the leading mis- 
sionary bodics have, with their usual wiedom, rebuked their more 
hasty envoys and acecpted the policy of the Government, and the old 
views of our position in Chins have found expression only at the meet- 
ings of the merchants in the Treaty porta, and in the columns of the 
local Press. Eugland, too, has not stood alone, and just as America was 
beforehand with us in giving official expression to her feeling in favour 
ofa jueter policy, so North Germany, France, and Russia have united in 
endorsing the action of Great Britain. It would be reasonable, then, 
to expect that the advocates of fair dealing by the stronger towards the 
weaker peoples should now be willing to let well alone, and to listen 
with indifference to the murmurs of Shanghai and Hong Kong. 

Unfortunately, however, telegrams play so large a part in modern 
daily literature that it. becomes advisable to caution those who take an 
‘aterest in Chinese affairs that the China telegrams are almost invari- 
ably coloured by the anti Chinese party. In the course of the past 
year the tclegra: h, for example, has informed us that the Chinese had 
refused to ratily the new Trenty with the United States ; that the Mis- 
sion to Europe had been recalled; tbat Mr. Burlingame's credentials 
had been made in duplicate, and that the copies differed; that the 
proclamativn creating the Mission ret out that it was sent to -‘ tribu- 
tary States ;” that Mr. M'Leavy Brown had been recalled by the British 
Government ; and that Sir Ruthertord Alcock had addressed a de- 
spatch to Mr. Medhurer, in which be said that there was no hope of pro- 
gress on the part of China unless force were used. The greater part 
of these statements have been already contradicted by you, and little 
trouble is needed to show that the whole of them are false. The Treaty 
with the United States was ratified on the 23rd of November; Mr. 
M’Leavy Brown, who appears to have been sent to Peking to report 
the progress that had been made by the Mission, and who is known to 
have staved while there in the house of Mr. Hart, is now on his way 
back to Vienna or St. Petirsburg; and the telegram storics about the 
recall ot the Mi-sion and the use of the phrase ‘‘ lesser States” are 
simple fabrications. 

The work of concocting similar productions is now in progress, with 
a view, doubtless, to Parliamentary action during the next 8ersion, and 
great credit must be accorded to the Shanghai community for their two 
last strokes. Tue publication of a private letter of Mr. Hart, in which 
his own text und somebody else's comment on it appear to have 
been xo ingeniously mixed up as to deceive one of your contempo 
rariez, but in which Mr. Hart. does make one or two very natural ad- 
missions ax to the Cunecrvatinm of the Chinese Government upon the 
audience question, will hardly, however, prove to be so successful a 
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iece of policy as the ‘refusal of an audience to the Duke of Edin— 
bureb.” Now, in reference to this main point there is no one in Peking 
who does not know that the request could not have been granted with- 
out violating one of the moat holy traditions of the Empire, and as the 
United States and all European Powers have expressly waived the 
andience question pending the minority of the Emperor, it is impos- 
sible to escape the conclusion that a refural was courted when the 
request waa made, if indeed we should not go to the extent of aalite 
that the audience was only asked for in order that it might be refused. 

As there is just now a disponition in some quarters to represent the 
English community in China as consisting wholly of inoffensive and 
injured people, it may not be out of place to set before your readers 
a few specimens of their recent utterances. At the dinner lately given 
to Sir Henry Keppel at Hong Kong and at which the whole of the 
leading merchauts and officials aeem to have been present, Colonel 
Knox Gore responded for the army One of the China papers thus 
reports his speech :—‘‘ As regarded China, he contended that the 
Chinese were an inferior nation, and should be brought down and 
shown that they were the inferior nation. (Loud cheers) He objected 
strongly to the tampering policy followed by the present economical 
Government, and styled it a most pernicious policy, and a policy which 
would not have been tolerated for a moment 200 years ago.” 

One of the chief doctrines enunciated by Lord Clarendon was that 
British officers should not make war upon their own account, exceptin 
cases where English lives or property were immediately exposed; and 
one of the hardships of which the Hong Kong and Shanghai communi- 
ties complain is that gentlemen holding the opinions of Colonel Knox 
Gore should not be permitted to attuck the Chinese whenever they 
think fit. That it may not be supposed the words here quoted were 
an isolated expression of opinion, I will, with your permission, cite one 
or two paragraphs from the China papers in the same direction. The 
Overland China Mail of the 19th ot October laat speaks thus :—“ Let 
us say to China, this must be done because we chooxe. There is no 
other 'way of appealing to the nation. What can avail but 
threats? We may be thankful that just at this moment the hollowneas 
of their pretended desire for progresa hag become appurent. Should 
another war, as is most probable, occur. the peacemongers will no longer 
be able to weep over the injurica inflicted npon a ‘ meek and progress- 
loving’ people.” The Supreme Court and Consular Gazette of Oc: ober 
16, in an annexation Jeader, writes :—‘‘ It cannot be d-ubted that if 
two or three foreign commissioners were sent into each province, with 
power firat to collect the revenue and prevent its present misappropria-| 
tion, and, secondly, to apply that revenue to the development of the 
mineral and agricultural resources, to the imprevement of means of 
communication and the enhancement of the value of the staple produc- 
tions, no opposition would be experienced from the people at large. 
For some time there would be a conservative clasa, some of the mem- 
bers of which should be summarily dealt witb, while others would learn 
that under the new regime the fairest field would be open to the moat 
marked intelligence.” 

These extracts speak for themeelves. The unfairness of all criticism, 
and the untruth of all statements that are based upon the eupposition 
that the Chinese Government bas become reactionary, is beat shown 
by what. has occurred in reference to the revision of the Treaties, in 
which the Chinese appear to have granted more than our Board of 
Trade thought it advisable to ask ; and the experience of the year 
would seem to prove that there is no amount of progress which may 
not be hoped for, provided that the temperate policy of Lord Claren- 
don and Lord Stanley be not exchauged for one of threats and force at 
the dictation of the China press. 

(STANDARD. ) 

The Chinese Empire. ever since it was heard of, has been a paradox 
and a puzzle to the reat of the world. The pictures of it drawn by 
succersive travellers—by Jesuits, Protestant missionaries, merchants, 
consuls, naval and military officers, and gentlemen in pureuit of science, 
resemble nothing xo much as that aspect of a dioramic scene when one 
perapective is blending with and disappearing in another No people 
have been more extolled; none bave been more caricatared. It is 
some comfort to know, however, that just when we are all wrong. an 
authority is pretty sure to turn up and set us right; and he ia the more 
welcome if we are at. a loss to underatand how he came to be consti- 
tuted an oracle. Mill, the historian of British India, argued in his 
preface, that because he had never aeen the region he was the better 
qualified both to describe its manners and relate ita annals. We 
hardly know in what degree Sir Charles Wentworth Dilke claims a 
similar title, since he has been a voyager, and may possibly have caught 
sight of a Chinese cape; but if we remonstrate with him coucerning 
his version of matters as they stand in China at present, it is because 
he is doing his best to encourage a very shallow notion. It has been 
rather a fashion of lute years to ridicule experience, and to treat with 
contempt the opinions of ‘‘ twenty- years-in-the-cuuntry-sir” men, as 
being persons darkened by excess of light. Now, it is quite credible 
that long residence and familiar intercourse, combined with the nar- 
rowing influence of a small and exclusive community, may stereotype 
certain ideason the mind. We know that in British India, for example, 
there are what used to be called ‘* Presideucy prejudices ;” but if 
compelled to choose. we must atill prefer the person who is likely to 
comprehend bis xubject to the person who dexpises him on account of 
his special education. It may be partiality; yet, as an affair of local po- 
litics, we imagine that the Europeans at Hong Kong ad Shanghai 
are, in their po-ition, almost as well informed as though they dwelt in 
Sloane-street. Far be it from us, indeed, to suggest that Chinese 
questions should be settled entirely from an Anylo-Chinese point of 
view, or to deny the right of public men—eapecially one so cultared 
and +o much in earnest as Sir Charlex Dilke--to challenge the judg- 
ments of the Anglo-Chinese press. That against which we proteat is 
the assumption that our countrymen in the East, changing their natares 
as they cross the seas and settle down among the discoloured races of 
the world, are necessarily ignorant, selfish, addicted to embroilmente, 
bullying. and violence. Thig, however, is the “ Liberal” way of lookiag 
at it. The origin of it is not unknown. We heard precizely the same 
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jargon ten years ago, when Manchester scouted its former favourites; he would have been received by a European 


and some there may be who can remember how ewift was the contavion 
of the new philanthropy, which melted into the benedictions of pirates, 
and found charitable excuses for head hunting. Well, the Chinese 
Government stood in need of a character, and one is given it, somewhat. 
at the expense of English sigacity and humanity, by Sir Charles Went- 
worth Dilke. Its appearance is simultaneous with the announcement 
that Her Majesty’s representative has been grossly insulted at Nanking 
—a fit commentary on the return of Admiral Keppel. 

Iathere any meaning in the phrase ‘‘ British interestaf” It seems 
to be falling into desuetude, ‘‘ interested motives’ being the substi- 
tute. And what on earth, if not motives of interest, should tempt 
Englishmen to establieh themselves on thoxe barbarous confines? And 
what can their ‘‘interesta” be except thecommercial interesta at large 
of the country to which they belong? To believe some individuals, 
however, would be to fancy that nothing short of chronic blockades and 
bombardments, the cessation of trade, and the intermittent execution 
of mandarins would satisfy the Hong Kong and Shanghai communities. 
But they have been bridled by Lord Clarendon, whose policy of con- 
ciliation and “reference to Peking,” whose snubhings of our merchants, 
rebuke of our consals, and cengure of our naval commander. have been 
80 appropriatcly supplemented at Nanking. The United States, ac- 
cording to Sir Charles Dilke, had taught him the lesson. France and 
Russia joined with him in learning it, and China, mean while, has been 
cruelly misrepresented, for telegrams, like tea, are coloured to suit the 
market. Thos she had refased to ratify her American treaty ; had 
recalled the European mission; had made out Mr. Burlingame’s cre- 
dentials in duplicate, varying their phraseology ; Mr. M‘Leary Brown 
had been sent for to Europe; and Sir Rutherford Alcock feared force 
would be neceesary to secure the faithful observance of treaties. Not 
aword of ittrue. Never heed whut your “twenty-years-in-the-country- 
sir” men eay. it is all the simplest fabrication. But we happen to have 
some historical light to help us, of which the newest is not the least 
valuable; unless. indeed, the last electric messuge, like the reat, be 
only a concoction of Hong Kong and Shanghai spite. In what docu- 
ments, however, does Sir Charles Dilke read his Chinese history? Of 
courre, when questioning his data, we do not defend Ministers for their 
stupid error in demanding for the Duke of Edinburgh an Imperial au- 
dience at Peking; but that is not the real issue involved, which is— 
what have we brought upon ourselves by our new system of cringing! 
Plainly, the “ Conservatism of China ’—language which explains itself, 
and signifies barbarous pretence, hypocritical diplomacy, arrogance 
towards foreigners, and an utter incapacity for honourable dealing. It 
is porsible, no doubt, to pick out paragraphs for newspaper articles, 
and after-dinner speeches; ibut it is possible, also, to be too humble. 
Sir Charles complains that somebody at the dinner given at Hong Kong 
to Admiral Keppel, spoke of the Chinese as an inferior nation. Why, 
what in the name of reason are they? Or, if not, what are we 
ou'selves? And will any one, whose intellect has not been warped 
by twenty or thirty years of intimate observation, tell us what 
is portended by the phrase ‘‘progress” in China, or what was 
ever portended by it since Chinese civilisation came to a dead stop, 
a barren fixity innumerable ages ago? Where isit? In the “holy 
tradition’ which forbids an Imperial minor to be seen of mortal 
men not born in the yellow? In the prodigious system of pedantry, 
teaching nothing, which has left China in the nineteenth century behind 
the rest of the worli in everything that marks the improvement of 
modern times? She was before us with a good many inventions, the 
legends say, and certainly no one desires to cannonade her into an- 
other wakeful fit; possibly, also. no treaty can bind in amicable rela- 
tions with us every governor in that vast and dissolving dominion. 
Bat, since our intercourse with China began, its Government has never 
once—we assert it deliberately—set an example of voluntary good 
faith. Ita pride is pleaded in extenuation. Be it so; it is, however, 
the pride of a savage, the growth of an ignorant instinct. 

It is an inexcusable libel upon the merchants of the European com- 
munity, and the commanders of the China squadron, to affirm that 
they are impatient of peace, and for ever hankering after an occasion 
of bloodshed. Men, before making such assertions, ought to be very 
sure of their ground. Nor is it much less disingenuous to claim 
for Lord Clarendon the credit of the principle that British offi- 
cers shall not make war on their own account, to gratify a local 
rancour. They are employed for the protection of British life 
and: property; and instances must arise in which they are to be 
judges of the fact, and competent to take immediate action. 

Ise why keep a naval force in distant seas at all? We may, with 
Sir Charles Dilke, deprecate the dream of British rule in China, the 
collection of its revenue, and the development of its re-ources, yet 
the idea is one that any man is free to hold, not less free than is Sir 
Charles Dilke to sneer at men for believing of a country exactly what 
they see of it. At all events, may we be pardoned for our rcepticism 
concerning ‘‘ progress” under the edicts of the vermilion pencil, and 
also for besitating to congratulate Lord Clarendon upon the triumph 
which, though so eminently pacific, has landed us among dangerous 
complications, and may launch us into a war?

The letter of Sir Charles Dilke on Sar Chinese Policy,” which ap- 
peared in The 7'imes of Monday, is characterised throughout by a glib 
vagueness which marke that the writer possesses but a very snperficial 
acquaintance with the subject of which i treats. He says that “there 
is no one in Peking who does not know that the request to give an 
audience to the Duke of Edinburgh could not have been granted with- 
out violating one of the most holy traditions of the Empire.” What 
does Sir Charles mean by this? If he means that the admission of a 
European into the Imperial promence would violate one of the most holy 
traditions of the Ewpire, he is quite wrong, for Europeans have re- 
peutedly been admitted into the presence of preceding Emperors, and if 
the Foreign Ministers at Peking would only consent to make the ko-tow 
they would be granted an audience to-morrow. But if he means that 
to have received the Doke of Edinburgh on the same terms on which 
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crowned head would have 
violated one of the moat holy traditions of the Empire, we think that 
‘he would have put it more traly by saying thit it would only have 
' wounded the inflated pride and childish coaceit o” a nition which re- 
fuses to acknowledge that any kingdom in the world hasa right to 
claim equality with itself. It is exactly the same question that we 
fought for at the Porta over again. When foreign Consula were 
firat established at Canton, the local authorities persistently refused to 
hold intercourse with them on terms of equality; they flouted their 
remonstrances and disregarded their arguments, and it was found 
necessary to enforce vi e¢ armies regulations for the fair adjustment of 
the relative ranks of consuls and mandarins before bu-incss could 
be properly conducted and friendly relutions kept up. The position 
of affairs at Peking at the present day isan exact reflection of the 
state of things that existed at Canton a quarter of a century ago, 
and it will probably have to be set right by preciscly similar means 
to those then employed. Our allowing ourselves to be excluded from 
the Imperial presence ‘is looked upon by all classes throughout the 
Empire asa tacit admission of our inferiority us a nation, and as suffi- 
cient to warrant provincial officials and gentry in freely offering 
slights and insults to our Ministers and Consuls. It is a mistike to 
suppose that the Chinese regard the excluston of foreigners from ‘the 
presence ” in any other way than asa badge of superiority; as to “ holy 
traditions” they exist only in the minda of Sir Charles Dilke and 
others equally acquainted with China. A passage has recently. 
been quoted from a Chinese work on the wars of the present 
dynasty, written by a native official of high rank, and published at 
Peking in 1845, which curiously illustrates what we have said. In 
speaking of the relative positions occupied by the European kingdoms 
he describes Russia as the greatest and most powerful, and adduces ag 
proof of hia statements the fact that ‘‘ our own envoys jn their journeys 
thither have only had interviews with their (/ ¢., the Rus<ian) territorial 
governors, and have not been admitted to sce the Ewnperor.” The admis- 
sion of Foreign Ministers to the Imperial presence is the onc thing that 
can place our relations with China on a sure footing, and on our in- 
sisting on or waiving this point rests the decision whether we will con- 
tinue our present commercial relations with China. or snbmit to be 
driven back to the position we occupied bef sre the Treaty of Tientain. 








Monetary and Commercial, 
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The China Submarine Telegraph Company (Limited) have given 
the order for the manufacture of their cable (to be laid between 
a station in the Straits of Malacca and Hong Kong), accompanied 
by the necessary payment to the Telegraph Construction and 
Maintenance Company. At an extraordinary meeting of the 
China Submarine Company held on the 7th, which is reported in 
another column, it was resolved to increase the capital’ by 
£300,000, and to take immediate steps to extend the line from 
Hong Kong to Shanghai. 

The prospectus of the British Australian Telegraph Company (Li- 
tmited) has been issued. The capital is £660,000, in 66,000 shares of 
£10each, of which £120,000 will be taken in fully paid-up shares by 
the contractors. This line is substantially a continuation of the 
chain of communication already in progress between England, 
India, and the Straits, and is to be completed in 1871. ‘Traffic 
arrangements have been made with the Anglo-Mediterranean, the 
Falmouth-Malta, the British Indian, and he Extension Telegraph 
Companies, providing that these companics shall grant the same 
rebate on their through rate on all messages forwarded over their 
lines and the Australian company’s cables, as has been granted to 
the China Submarine Company. The Board comprises representa- 
tives from all the companies named, who are the proprictors of the 
direct submarine lines between England, India, and Singapore, the 
chairman being Viscount Monck, and it is intended to place the 
conduct of the traffic throughout in charge of a single committee 
of directors. The first section will consist of a cable 563 miles in 
length, from Singapore to Batavia, from whence the Dutch lines. 
extend to the south-eastern extremity of Java. From this point 
in Java, the second cable, 1,163 miles in length, will be laid to 
Port Darwin, in Australia, touching at Timor. From Port Dat win 
to Berketown, in Queensland (800 miles), a land line will be con- 
structed to connect with the telegraph system of Queensland, New 
South Wales, Victoria, South and Western Australia, and Tas- 
mania. Full particulars will be found in our advertising columns. 

The directors of the Oriental Bank Corporation have issued a 
circular pointing out that the daily increasing numbers of negoti- 
able securities render their custody a matter of great importance, 
both to bankers and their constituents. For the convenience of 
its customers the bank will continue to take charge of these docu- 
ments, and will collect the interest at a small remuneration for the 
expense and trouble this duty involves; but, in the cvent of loss, 
the Corporation will not in any case be liable, except for such loss 
as may occur through gross negligence on their part. 

Now that the Overend-Gurney trial is over, it is suggested that 
measures will probably be taken for restoring Mr. H. G. Gordon to 
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Anderson, and Co. ; it may be added that Mr. Thomson, associated with Mr. 
F. G. Westmoreland, continues business under the title of James Thomson 
and Co. It is notified that the firm of Holmes, Knevitt, and Holmes, ship- 
brokers, bas been dissolved by mutual consent, and that Mr. R. K. Knevitt 
will continue the business as a ship and insurance broker and insurance 
agent in Sun-court, Cornhill, under the firm of Knevitt and Co. Mesars. 
Broughall and Co., of 62 Cornhill, London, have intimated that Mr. John 
Francis Carter is admitted a partner in their firm. Messrs. Hayter and 
Howell, of Mark-lane, London, have given notice that Mr. Henry Hamil- 
ton Howell has withdrawn from the firm; the business will be continued 
by Mr. H. G. Hayter and Mr. O, E. Hayter, under the style of Hayter 
and Hayter. The ‘H.H.’ mark and other trade marks will remain in 
the exclusive use of the new firm.” 


The following is an extract from a letter of M. Lange, the re- 
presentative in London of the Suez Canal Company :— 


““T am informed that since my return from Egypt great efforts have 
been made to remove the inequalities in the depth of the Canal. Between 
Port Said and Ismailia this work has been successfully completed. Thea 
between Ismailia and Suez the piece of rock had been reduced seventy 
centimetres in a fortnight; in other words, that part of th- Canal is 
seventy centimetres deeper than it was at the time of the inauguration, 
and the entire removal was confidently looked forward to towards the 
end of January next. I have had many inquiries from shipownera and 
merchants with regard tc a rumour afluat that the Canal is likely to be 
closed for the purpcse cf Llasting this rock, and hasten to iaform your 
readers that there is no fuundation whatever for such a rumour.” 


The amount of bullion by the P. and 0. Company’s steamer 
Nyunza, from Southampton on the 8th inst., was, in gold, to Galle, 
£525 ; to Bombay, £1,700; to Madras, £4,000; to Alexandria, 
£13,700 ; in silver, to Calcutta, £3,000; to Singapore, £20,000; 
to Hong Kong, £12,396 ; to Shanghai, £16,035 ; total in gold, 
£19,925 ; in silver £51,431. 

The tenders for £387,500 in bills on India were received on the 
6th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were :— 
To Calcutta, £358,700 ; and to Madras, £28,800. The minimum 
price was fixed as before, viz., at 1s.11d. on Calcutta and Madras. 
Tenders on those presidencies at 1s. 113d. will receive about 25 per 
cent. ; above that price in full. These results show a trifling di- 
minution in the demand for remittance to the East. 


the seat at the boards of the Oriental Bank and the Union Bank 
of London, which he found it advisable to vacate pending the in- 
vestigation. 

It is stated that refiners and importers of sugar in France com- 
plain of the “types” employed by the French Customs for the 
classification of raw sugars. From an address just sent to the 
Minister by the Chamber of Commerce of Marseilles, in the name 
of a considerable number of refiners, merchants, and brokers, it 
appears, that they desire that new types, like those used in Hol- 
land, shall be issued, “in order to put an end to the intolerable and 
trying inequality in which their industry is placed with respect to 
its Dutch competitors.” The “intolerable inequality ” referred to 
is said to consist in this fact :—‘‘That there is a difference of one 
or two numbers between the Customs’ types of France and Hol- 
land, and that the sugars of Java, typed to commence Nos. 16 and 
17, are in Holland classed Nos. 13 and 14, and consequently ad- 
mitted to the yield of 88 per cent. whilst the same sugars in 
France are invariably classed 15 to 16, and subjected to a yield of 
94 per cent.” The practical working of this is that the Dutch 
are underselling the French refiners in Italy, notwithstanding 
they have to bear greater expenses for carrying, insurance, ave- 
rages, and interest, than the French. 

Messrs. Lamport and Holt, of Liverpool, intimate that they have 
opened a house in London, St. Helen’s-place, as general merchants 
and commission agents. Mr. Arthur Holland, who has assisted 
them for several years, will manage the London department. This 
arrangement will not interfere with the correspondence on the 
charter of ships which the house has been engaged in for more 
than twenty years with Messrs. Galbraith, Stringer, Pembroke, 
and Co., shipbrokers, of Austin-friars, London. Messrs. Hall, 
Russell, and Co., the well-known iron ship builders and engineers 
of Aberdeen, have opened offices at 123, Fenchurch-street, Mr. J. 
T. Rennie being their London agent. 

The failure is announced of Mr. Henry H. Severs, general mer- 
chant. His liabilities are roughly estimated at about £250,000, 
principally on bills which have becn drawn against consignments 
to China, consisting of cotton and woollen goods. Mr. Severs has 
been in businessin London about two years. The following cir- 
cular has been sent to the creditors :— 

“ Gentlemen,—I?much regret to inform you that I am compelled to sus- 
pend my payments. I have placed my books in the hands of Messrs. 
Cooper Bros. and Co., of George-street, Mansion-house. I trust the result 
of the liquidation will be satixfactory, bat it will depend upon the realisa- 
tion of consignments to China. I had hoped that the estate might have 
been wound up under a private deed of arrangement, but 1 am advised 
that in consequence of the liabilities being chiefly upon bills of exchange 
now running, the holdera of which are not known, this course is impractic- 
able, and that, at all events in the first instance, it is necessary, in order to 
protect the rights of all parties, that the estate should be taken into bank- 
ruptcy.—I am, gentlemen, your most obedient servant, HENRY H. SEVERS." 

At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. George Barnes and 
Son, spinners and manufacturers, of Haslingden, Lancashire, the 
liabilities were stated to be £7,531, with assets estimated at 
£2,066. An offer of 5s. in the pound having been made, and not 
agreed to, a relative offered to guarantee 10s. but it was deter- 
mined, after considerable deliberation, that a deed of assignment 


to three of the creditors should be executed. 

The arrangement with the creditors of Messrs. Benyon, Harding, 
and Templer, tea-brokers, for a composition of 5s., is in progress ; 
but some of the creditors are dissatisfied with the speculations of 
the firm, and the manner in which tea warrants entrusted to them 
have been appropriated, 

The Manchester Courier states that two small failures have been 
reported—Mr. James Potter, cotton spinner, Bell-street, Oldham, 
with liabilities of £9.300, and Mr. James Procter, manufacturer, 
Radcliffe, owing £1,800 to £2,000. 

As usual at this period of the year numerous changes have been 
made in commercial firms, and we notice the following announce 
ments :-— 

“Messrs. Dent, Palmer, and Co., of London, have issued a circular stating 
that the interest of Mr. Thomas Dent and Mr. Richard Whiteman Fall in 
the firm ceased on the 81st ult., ana that Mr. Greville Horsley Palmer and 
Mr. Thomas James Reeves have been admitted partners. Messrs. Catling 
and Andrews, tea brokers, intimate that the partnership hitherto carried 
on by them, in Fenchurch-street, London, has been dissolved by mutual 
consent; Mr. Arthur Andrews states that he shall continue the business 
of a tea broker, at the same address, under the style of Arthur Andrews 
and Co. _Mersrs. Wm. James and Hy. Thompson, of Mincing-lane, have 
admitted into partnership the second son of their senior partner, Mr. Ar- 
thur Thompson. Mr. John Hodgson retires from the firm of Grant, 

n, and Co., of Fenchurch-street, London, and the business of 
tobacco brokers will be continued by Messrs. George Grant and James 
Chambers, under the same title. The annourcement has been made of the 
termination of the partnership of Anderson and Thomson, ship and insur- 
ance brokers, and the formation of a firm under the style of Anderson, 













































CHINA SUBMARINE TELEGRAPH. 

An extraordinary meeting of this company was held on the 7th inst. 
at Cannon-street Hotel; Mr. J. Pender in the chair. 

The Secretary read the notice of meeting, which was called “for the 
purpose of authorising the directors to enlarge the share capital of this 
undertaking, and to adopt other measures for the completion of the 
line of telegraph from Hong Kong to Shanghai.” The requisition of 
shareholders was also read, calling upon the directors to take steps to 
carry out this extension. 

The Chairman said this requisition was signed by shareholders holding 
£10,000 shares in the company, and the point urged was of extreme im- 
portance, as they had taken no slight interest in the progress of subma- 
rine telegraphy. He pointed out that it had always been part of this 
company’s scheme to go to Shanghai. but that part had been delayed 
until the line was at work to Hong Kong. But it had now been eeem 
that others proposed to enter this field, therefore it behoved the com- 
pany to protect their own proposals by carrying out the project. Be 
acknowledged that the proposals emanated from honourable .entle- 
men, who, perhaps, were not aware of thia company’s proposition im 
the field, and who, perhaps, would not, when they became aware of 
this position, run the ria&k which certainly stood before them. The 
China Submarine Company could goon carry out the work if the meet- 
ing gave the necessary powers, and he moved ‘That this meeting is 
of opinion that the directors should, as early as possible. take the 
necessary steps for the completion of the telegraph from Hong Keag 
to Shanghai.” 

Lord William Hay seeonded the motion, which was carried unaai- 
mously. 

The Chairman then moved, that the directors be authorised to in- 
crease the capital of the company to £825,000, the additional £300,000 
to be issued at such times and on such terme as the directors might 
determine. He said the extra shares should be offered to the share- 
holders pro rata, and all shares not taken by proprietors might be 
taken by other persons. 

Thies motion was seconded, and, in answer to questions, the Chair- 
man eaid that £250,000 of the additional £300,000 was for the coa- 
struction of the new line, and £50.000 was requsite for working capital. 

The motion was unanimously carried, and thanks to the chairman 
closed the proceedings. 





{BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of November last 
show that the total declared value of the exports of British and 
Irish produce and manufactures for the eleven months amounted 
to £174,450,252, being £9,625,598 and £6,518.874 more than the 
shipments during the same months of 1868 and 1867 respectively ; 
the value for 1868 was £164,824,654, and for 1867 £167,931,378. 
The total exports for the first eleven months of 1866 amounted to 
£173,913,222, so that our export trade continues somewhat in ex+ 
cess of that of the year in which trade assumed its greatest pro- 
portions. ‘The question as to the character of this increased busi- 
nese is no doubt of great importance. The profits are probably on 
a smaller scale, but we can hardly think that merchants, as a body, 
are disposed to carry on for a long per.od this large export trade

figures being, 1868, £197,536,174 ; 1867, £191,348,008. The value 
of the imports fur October is stated at £23,759,824, being 
£2,256,986 and £3.274,431 in excess of the amounts for the same 
months in 1868 and 1867 respectively, the figures being, 1868, 
£21,502,839 ; 1867, £20,585,393.

About 
six or seven planks on the upper deck, from the waterways into the mid- 
ships, and from fore side of post-office, 2 long way aft, have gone away 
entirely. Ia the mail-room there is very little alteration; if anything, the 
orlop deck has been forced up a little more. We tinixhed the day's work 
at the fore-hold, but only recovered four bales, Tnree others burst to 
pieces fa the hold.”
